DECLINE IN PRICE OF SILVER. 


New York, Aug. 19.—[(Special.]—The tide 
of gold which has beén flowing from the 
United States to Europe, except when ar- 
pitrarily checked, has turned about and will 
soon flow towards thfs country for natural 
and commercial reasons. It was announced 
today that Lazard Fréres, the bankers of 
No. ‘10 Wall street, had engaged $2,000,000 
i4 for import to this country by the steam- 

~ ghip leaving Liverpool Saturday. 

The foreign exchange market has been de- 
cining for over a week and today sight 
sterling bills were quoted as low as 484, 
the lowest figures in several years. In ad- 
dition, the high rates prevailing in the local 
money market, as contrasted with the very 
Yow rates in the large European capitals, 

~ encourage the employment of foreign money 
here. Only the political uneasiness has pre- 
yented this difference in money sales from 
telling more strongly before, and now that 
the political fright is on the wane there 
should be no further obstruction to the 
natural course of things. 

This view is supported by the knowledge 
that conferences have been had between 
gome of the local bank Presidents looking 
to codperation in the matter of stimulating 
jmportations of gold. A simli’ar policy was 
pursued in 1893, when the money famine was 
on, and all kinds of currency were at a pre- 
mium of from % tolpercent. It could not 
be learned that these negotiations had taken 
any definite shape yet, but is was belleved 
the banks would advance to the importing 
banking houses without interest the funds

Conditions Permit of Importations. 


It was calculated that in view of the money 
stringency here and the -big decline in for- 
eign exchange the conditions permitted of 

_the importation of at least $20,000,000 gold 
without undue expense. It is understood 
that the leaders in the movement among the 
bank Presidents are President F. D. Tappen 
of the Gallatin National Bank and President 
J. Edward Simmons of the Fourth National 
Bank. These gentlemen, together with 
President Henry W. Cannon of the Chase

BOLD BURGLAR CAUGHT IN AWNING. 


William Nelson Causes a Half Panic 
in Martin’s Restaurant and is Capt- 
ured After a Unique Leap. 


The buzz of a bur- 
Slar alarm in the 
restaurant of R. Mar- 
tin, No. 249 North 
State street, while a 
score of persons were 
eating lunch at noon 
yesterday resulted in 
a half-way panic 
when Adolf Gerver, a 
waiter, grabbed upa 
revolver from the 
money drawer and 
Started to the street. 
Some thought a hold- 
up was being enacted. 

Up the ‘stairs next 
to the restaurant ran 

the man in white 
apron, and on the 
first floor he threw 
open the door and en- 
tered the room used 
by himself and an- 
other waiter as a 
sleeping room. Op- 
posite him stood a 
man on tiptoe ran- 
sacking a hand- 
Satchel. When the 
burglar saw the form 
in white raise a big 
gun and command 
him to stand and de- 
liver he gave an af- 
frighted whoop and 
broke for the open 
window. He went 
out at a bound. 

An awning proved 
a friendly buffer for 

» the acrobatic burglar 
and tnstead of strik- 
ing the stone flagging 
he hung up in the 
tm eyrie just as the 
patrons of the restaurant reached the side- 
walk, wondering what had become of the 
man with the gun. 

The burglar tore partly through the can- 
vas by the force of his fall, dislodged 
one of the fron arms of the awning, and 
hung down, head first, within touching dis- 
tance of the doorway. He did not have time 
to dislodge himself before Mine Host Martin 
and his wife seized him. In another minute 
he was dragged down, taken into the 
restaurant, and the police telephoned for. 

The burglar’s face and neck were cut in 
several places in the encounter and the 
awning was damaged to the extent of $10. 

The man said he’ was William Nelson, a 
cook, dwelling at No. 249 West Monroe 
Street. He could not account for his pres- 
ence in the rooms He laughed at his 
dilemma and said: 

“It is better to take chances in the air: 
than in front of a gun any day.” 


LODGE OFFICERS FINED FOR BRANDING 


Directors of the Orangemen’s Society 
of Waltham, Mass., Found Cuilty 
of Assault and Battery. 


Boston, Mass., Aug. 19.—{Special.]—Some 
of the secrets of a secret society were venti- 
lated in the District Court in Waltham today 
when Judge Luce found J. G. Graham, G. O. 
Vickerson, Edward O'Neil, Daniel Tracy, 
Leander’ Weatherbee, and Wilford Mabel 
guilty of assault and battery on the person 
of F. A. Preble during the initiation cere- 
monies on July 20. of a newly-organized 
lodge of Orangemen in Waltham, of which 
the defendants are officers and members. 
They were each fined $35 and costs, and, on 
appealing, were held for trial in the Su- 
perior Court in the sum of $200 each. 

This case has attracted attention in secret 
societies and in other circles on account of 
the novelty of the complaint, and there were 
many spectatcrs at the hearing. The al- 
leged offense was the burning of Preble with 
a redhot brand on the left breast, causing a 


_sore as large asa Silver dollar, and whipping 


him on the legs with a rattan. 
Kdward Arch was similarly treated at the 
same time, the brand being applied twice in 


his case, making two distinct marks, but he 


made no complaint, although he appeared as 
a witness for Preble. The testimony in ef- 
fect was that on the night of the initiation 
the two men appeared for the second time to 
undergo what they had been told would in- 
flict no injury. They were blindfolded and 
partly divested of their clothing. Preble was 
led into the lodge room by two conductors 
and was told to raise his left arm and feel the 
serpent’s bite. “He did as directed, but they 
said: ‘The serpent missed you.’’ He was 
directed to raise his arm again. They then 
said: ‘‘ Feel the serpent bite.”’ 

The iron was applied, with the result that 
the men are, it is said, marked for life. 
Previous to the branding a whip was uscd 
on Preble. The whip was six to eight feet 
long and made of rattan. 


GEN. HARRISON SAYED HIS LIFE.

s, B. Robertson, Who Was Aided by the 
Ex-President During the War, 
Dies at Shelbyville, Ind. 


Sheibyville, Ind., Aug. 19.—[Special.]—S. B., 
Robertson died at his home in this city last 
night in the seventy-fifth year of his age. 
Mr. Robertson enlisted in the Seventieth In- 
diana, commanded by Gen. Harrison, and 
served until the end of the war. 

An incident connected with the army life 
of Gen. Harrison and Mr. Robertson is of 
interest. One day when the army was ona 
forced march from Dalton to Resaca Mr. 
Robertson fell by the wayside on account of 
wounds and sickness. The march was a 
hard one, no person having the time to stop 
and care for a lone comrade. After being 
alone for some time, a horseman came gal- 
loping along, and, seeing a private in the 
ditch with his knapsack on and his gun by 
his side, he stopped and got off his horse to 
see what he could do for the sufferer. The 
prostrate form had but little life remaining, 
but the good Samaritan gave him a drink, 
poured balm in his wounds, bound them up, 
and, assisting him on the horse, walked and 
carried the gun and knapsack. 

The rider was Gen. Benjamin Harrison. 
When Hatfrison visited here in 1876 Mr. 
Robertson erected a triumphal arch across 
the street. In the middle of the arch was 
perched Mr. Robertson's daughter, who 
showered flowers on Gen. Harrison as he 


passed beneath her.

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and Wentworth avenue for more than an 
hour. It was pursued by eight mounted 
cowboys, and fully a thousand. people 
gathered to see the sport and help round up 
the frightened and dangerous animal. 

A riot call was sent in to the Forty- 
seventh Street Police Station and a dozen 
policemen hurried to the scer#*, but did not 
venture within reach of the wide, branch- 
ing horns of the bovine. 

About twenty shots were fired at the heifer 
by boys and several attempts were made to 
lasso it, but they were unsuccessful. The 
cow broke away and ran to the railroad 
tracks at Fortieth street, where Niels Olsen, 
a young machinist, twisted its tail and 
threw it down. 

It was about 5 o'clock when the usually 
quiet neighborhood was thrown into a panic 
by the appearance of a creature with its 


tail in the air, its horns close to the ground, {| 


and its lungs emitting unearthly bellows. 

The beast came flying down Thirty-ninth 

street followed by eight men on horses. 
Make a Rash for Cover. 

With shouts of “ Wild bull!’ “ Look out for 
the steer!’ and more to the same effect, 
everybody made a rush for cover until the 
dust-raising procession was past. 

Soon all the neighboring stores, flats, and 
residences emptied themselves of all that 
had ears to hear and eyes to see a bull fight. 
The Wanderers’ Cricket club grounds are 
situated on Thirty-ninth street, about 100 
vards from Wentworth avenue. A game was 
in progress and a iarge crowd was in attend- 
ance. The game was stopped and the play- 
ers and onlookers perched themselves on the 
fence to watch the efforts to capture the 
heifer. 

The animal was rounded on Wentworth 
avenue and driven into the open lot, some 
eight or ten acres in extent, between the 
cricket grounds and the street car tracks. 
The cowboys deployed and drove the hetfer 
into one corner, and then the most experi- 
enced, in his own eyes chiefly, went forth to 
lasso the runaway. He got within twenty 
feet and twirled a rope an inch in diameter 
around his head about twenty times, but 
failed to let fly. The heifer looked on qulet- 
ly awhile and then gave a snort and ran for 
the opening on Wentworth avenue, leaving 
the would-be hero of the plains still twirling 
his lasso. 

Driven from Its Refuge. 

The animal was thoroughly frightened and 
had become regardless of danger or crowds. 
Several hundred people had climbed into the 
inclosure, and when the heifer turned and 
ran for the opening the people yelled and fell 
over one another in getting to the fence 
again. Stampeding the crowd on the side- 
walk, the heifer dashed into Wentworth ave- 
nue and ran wildly to the railroad tracks, 
where a line of box cars seemed to offer 
temporary refuge from its pursuers. The 
heifer lay down under a car. 

The crowd could not have been more re- 
spectful if it had been a tiger of the man- 
eating variety. Noone dared go near enough 
to throw a rope over its horns, and the police 
were sent for to shoot It. 

Finally Niels Olsen ventured up to the 
heifer and grabbed it by the tall. Twisting 
it until the animal bellowed with pain he 
threw it down, and the cowboys ran up with 
ropes and bound the animal and tied it until 
Hess Bros.’ wagon arrived and took it away. 

There was general surprise when it was 
learned the heifer was nota fighting Spanish 
bull. The twenty odd revolver shots fired 
by boys and young men while the cowboys 
were attempting to lasso the beast had no 
effect except to madden it. Two or three 
grazed its nose and inflicted surface wounds.

PROF, JOSIAH DWIGHT WHITNEY DIES. 


Writer and Instructor of Geology— 
His Library the Nearest Complete 
of Any of Its Kind. 


New London, N. H., Aug. 19.—{Special.]— 
Josiah Dwight Whitney, one of the most 
eminent geologists the country has produced, 
died today here, aged 77 years. 

Prof. Whitney was graduated from Yale 
in 1839, and in 1840 he made an extended sur- 
vey of New Hampshire. In 1847 he madea 
geological exploration of the Lake Superior 
region, followed by a survey of the mining 
regions of all the States east of the Missis- 
sippi River. 

In 1855 he was appointed State Chemist of 
Iowa and professor of the Iowa 
State University. In 1860 he was 
appointed State Geologist of Cali- 
fornia, and five years later he was made 
professor of geology of Harvard University. 
In 1870 Yale honored him with the degree of 
LL. D. He was.a member of many scientific 
societies in this country andin Europe, His 
library is said to be the most complete in 
geological works in existence, and his writ- 
Jugs are standard works on the subject,

CHARLES PAUZA SHOT BY A BURGLAR

ANOTHER SEA SERPENT BREAKS LOOSE 


Tows an Excursion Steamer Fifteen 
Miles and Is Finally Captured—For~ 
ty-mine Feet Long, Eel Shaped. 


Carrabelle, Fla., Aug. 19.—[Special.]}—On 
the wharf in this town is a great sea serpent, 
which was killed in the gulf today, after it 
had towed the steamer Crescent City for 
over an hour at a terrific pace.” The mon- 
ster is a horrible-looking object. It measures 
forty-nine feet and two inches in length, and 
is seventy-two inches around its body in the 
largest part. It is eel-shaped, with the ex- 
ception of its head and tail. It has a spoon- 
bill-shaped head, with a mouth resembling 
@ shark’s, except that it is a great deal larg- 
er. Its teeth are set.at an angle of about 
forty-five degrees backwards if the mouth, 
and it has a long, forked tongue. The tail 
is armed with formidable fins six to eight 
inches long. The color is brown, with a 
greenish back, making !t appear black in the 
water. The under side is yellow. 

The Crescent City left here this morning 
for the snapper banks off Dog Island, with 
about 100 excursionists on board. Shortly 
after the boat left a line, to which was at- 
tached a shark hook baited with mullet was 
thrown overboard near the bow.. The hook 
was almost immediately seized by some- 
thing, which darted ahead ata tremendous 
gait. The line atached to the hook was 
nearly 600 yards long, but it became tangled 
after 100 yards had been paid out, and the 
boat was then at the mercy of the monster, 
which made seaward, pulling the steamer, 
which is only a six-knot boat, at fully twelve 
knots an hour. The passengers became panic- 
stricken, and urged the Captain to cut the 
line, but he refused, saying he was resolved 
to capture the monster. 

Three times the monster sank down, and 
it looked as if the Crescent City would be 
submerged. So deep was it pulled into the 
water that great waves rolled over its decks. 
When the monster was within twenty 
yards of the Crescent City passengers and 
crew poured in shot after shot, and finally 
killed it. It was then hauled on board and 
the steamer brought it here.

Capitalist Darius Bresee of Eau Claire 
Convicted of Bathing in Abbrevi- 
ated Attire—Too Much Pie. 


Eau Claire, Wis., Aug. 19.—[Special.]—D. 
Bresee, an extensive land owner and capital- 
ist, about 60 years of age, was convicted bya 
jury in the Municipal Court this afternoon 
of violating a city ordinance against bathing 
in the Chippewa River in a state of nudity 
in daylight. Fine and cosis, amounting to

Lincoln Employes Lured and 
Bluffed Into Membership. - 


VETO A VOTE-GETTING PLAN. 


Spirit of Manhood Rises Against One 
Plea for Support. ps 


EIGHT-HOUR ARGUMENT 18 USED, 


Lincoln Park is to be made a stamping 
ground for the free silver and Altgeld shout- 
ers during the campaign. Already a secret 
society has been organized for the purpose 
of throwing the park Influence to the suy- 
port of the State Popocratic ticket. 

For nearly a month this secret society has 
been meeting in a basement under a saloon in 
Garfield avenue. It has elected officers and 
appointed committees for the purpose of con- 
trolling the park vote. All the day laborers 
and the foremen and policemen have been 
either requested tn a quiet way to become 
members or threatened with all kinds of un- 
pleasant things if they fail to do so. | ; 

At the last meeting, on Thursday night, 
there was a row, which threatened at one 
juncture to disrupt the organization. Re- 
publicans as well as Democrats have become 
members, with the understanding that their 
jobs were at stake if they did not join. At 
that last meeting a circular letter had been 
printed, and was on the tables for distribu- 
tion. Accompanying its distribution was a 
quiet tip to the effect that the members of 
the club would be retained in their positions 
only if Altgeld was elected Governor. It 
read: 

“If you will vote for Altgeld you will help 
me to keep my job.” 

The members were requested to hand these 
circulars around among their friends. When 
this was made known to the members pres- 
ent there was a general howl of disapproval. 
Excited policemen and general laborers got 
on their feet and denounced the man who 
would suggest such a thing. Their jobs 
were a good thing in hard times but they 
would be blessed if they ever gave such a 
circular to their friends. 


Circulars Are Destroyed. ; 


After a protracted discussion it was decided 
by vote that the circulars should be de- 
stroyed. It was also agreed that the next 
circular, which is now being prepared, should 
be submitted to the meeting before it was 
printed. This saved the society, which goes 
by the name of the Lincoln Park Altgeld 
club. 

There are said to be at present 125 mem- 
bers to this organization. Each one has 
been requested to keep quigt about the meet- 
ings‘tind to say nothing about such a society 
being“in exisfei.ce. The Chairman is a man 
named Finneger, one of the park foremen. 
The reason given for wantirg everything 
kept quiet was that if it were generally 
known ‘‘ the newspapers would find itt out 
and give the scheme aWay.” , 

It is WOt understood that any of the higher 
officials connected with the park manage- 
ment have anything to do with the society. 
It is hinted that some one In authority is 
behind it, but the real movers are a few 
foremen, who expect to curry favor with 
Altgeld by throwing the park influence his’ 
way when it comes to casting the ballots. 

The day laborers have been taken bodily 
to the club by their foremen. The policemen 
have been argued with and persuaded to be- 
come members for all kinds of reasons, each 
reason made to fit the case of the particular 
individual approached. Republicans as well 
as Democrats, and a few who knew no dif- 
ference between one party and the other. 
have been told to come forward and join 


| the Altgeld club, vote for him for Governor, 


and do as they liked with the rest of the 
ticket. All that was cared for was the suc- 
cess of Altgeld. 

Eight-Hour System. 


The more ignorant of the men were told 
Altgeld, if re@lected, would continue the 
eight-hour system, but that any other Gov- 
ernor would let the system lapse. These - 
men know, however, that Altgeld has been 
Governor for nearly four years and has al- 
lowed the men to work ten hours a day all 
that time until within the last ten days. 

It is thought that by the time the secret 
movement becomes generally known among 
the employés of the Chicago parks their tn- 
dependence will assert itself, to the detri- 
ment of the Altgeld politicians who. are 
manipulating the clever scheme, They cer- 
tainly will continue to rebel against such 
plans as that embodied in the rejected cir- 
cular appeals quoted above. 

There are a number of men working in 
the park who are Republicans and who re- 
sent this attempt to dictate how they shall 
dispose of their votes. So far they have re- 
ceived full reports of what has been done 
at the club meetings and know of little to 
induce them to become members. The ae- 
tions of the club members are a topic of 
general conversation and discussion in the 
park. There is nothing of the’gold and sil- 
ver or tariff debate about the talk. It ts 
all confined to whether or not Altgeld will 
be elected, and, if so, whether he will do as 
his alleged representatives claim. 

The desire to secure Republican votes for 
Altgeld, without regard to how they will 
vote on other candidates, has had its effect 
on a large number of Democrats, who do not 
relish the idea of electioneering for the Gov- 
ernor and cutting the throats of the other 
candidates. Taken all in all, the situation 
has become complicated, and the club seems 
to be having troubles of its own which may 
destroy it.

SHERMAN SPEAKS AT CINCINNATI,

At the night meeting 
Col. Markbreit, publisher of the Volksblatt, 
presided. Congressman J. H. Bromwell 
spoke first and Senator Sherman made the 
principal speech, followed by Fred Spiegel 

in German. 

Senator Sherman argued that the present 
depression was due to the Gorman-Wilson 
tariff, which was still a law, and which not 
only* cut off the government’s revenue but 
also depressed home industries. He held 
that prosperous times existed under the Mc- 
Kinley law and would come again under Mc- 
Kinley and a Congress in accord with him, 
while panic, ruin, and distress would follow 
if the Gorman-Wilson tariff law remained 
in force and free silver was added to the mis- 
takes that had been made. He argued at 
length on the financial question as well.as on 
the tariff. 

In addressing himself to the club that was 
named after McKinley he paid an unusually 
eloquent and strong tribute to the Republic- 
an nominee.

WILL STUMP NEW YORK. 


BRYAN DECIDES TO SPEAK IN ALL 
IMPORTANT PLACES, 


Gives Out the Program of His Immedi- 
ate Engagements—Will Visit Cleve- 
land Aug. 31—Popocratic Candidate 
Visits Gov. Morton’s Home and At- 
tends a Methodist Picnic—Sups at 
Rhinebeck, Listens toa Brass Band, 
and Makes a Speech. 


Upper Red Rook, N. Y., Aug. 19.—William 
Jennings Bryan has determined to make a 
pretty thorough canvass of the State of 
New York, and will make addresses in near- 
ly every important city. He will first go to 
Albany, the home of David B. Hill, spending 
five hours there. He will visit each big city 
along the New York Central road. Speaking 
of his trip today he said: 
¢ ‘“ We shall leave Upper Red Hook at 6:56 
Tuesday, the 25th, reaching Albany at 8:30 
p.m. We will leave there about 10 p. m., and 
go to Syracuse, reaching there at 2:05 a. 
m., and remain there until 12 m., and then 
reach Rochester at 2:25 p. m., and stop at 
Rochester one hour, arriving at Buffalo 
about 4:45 p. m. Then we take the first 
train for Erie, Pa., arriving there between 
7 and 8 o’clock, and will attend a meeting of 
Democratic clubs that evening, and return 
the next morning to Buffalo, where we will 
attend another meeting of Democratic clubs. 
We will remain in Western New York for 
the rest of the week., We will stay in Chau- 
tauqua over Sunday, and leave for the West 
on Monday.”’ 

Mr..Bryan will probably speak in Medina, 
Hornelisville, and Jamestown also. 

Mr. and Mrs. Bryan reviewed a troop of 
United States artillery as it passed through 
here this morning.

Silver Sentiment Not a Disease. 


“Tam not here tonight to make a political 
&peech. I am in your midsttorest. But I 
cannot withstand the temptation at this 
time to beg that you will study, if you have 
not done it heretofore, that issue which in 
this campaign is paramount. I know that 
among our neighbors in the East there are 
many who have regarded our position upon 
the money question—the position taken by 
the Chicago convention—as entirely wrong, 
and they speak of the silver sentiment asa 
sort of disease.

‘‘ We have no official information,” he re- 
plied, “ that this has been done in any State, 
but If it has been done or is contemplated,the 
National committee will not approve or rec- 
ognize it. The highest law in any party !s 
the action of its national conventions. No 
man or State organization can be disloyal 
to such supreme authority without arraying 
themselves in direct and hostile opposition 
to the national convention. Our national 
convention nominated Bryan and Watson 
by an overwhelming majority, and it is the 
bounded duty of every loyal Populist to sup- 
port both of these candidates earnestly and 
loyally, and besiues Watson stands for 
what Brvan stands for, and therefore Bryan 
and Watson is the only ticket that 
represents the principles that the People’s 
party believes in and has contended for 
from the beginning. Mr. Sewall is no more 
the candidate of the People’s party than is 
Mr. Hobart. The Executive committee will 
see that the action of our national conven- 
tion fs maintained in every State, but if there 
should arise disaffection or disloyalty ‘to 
either of our candidates in any State, then 
we are sure that there are true Populists tn 
such States who will support the whole 
ticket, and such alone will be recognized by 
our National committee.”

MORE HEADQUARTERS FOR CHICAGO 
Populists and Silwer Party Men Plan 
for the Campaign. 

Washington, D. C., Aug. 19.—The Executive 
committee of the Populists decided today to 
establish branch headquarters at Chicago, 
which will be in charge of George F. Wash- 
burn of Massachusetts, the main head- 
quarters to remain in Washington. The 
headquarters will be opened as soon as Mr. 
Washburn can make arrangements to be ab- 
sent from home during the remainder of the 
campaign. 

The committee also selected a Finance 
committee for the campaign consisting of 
H. W. Reed of Georgia, C. F. Taylor of 
Philadelphia, and Treasurer Rankin of In- 
diana. Chairman Butler will be given almost 
full control of the Populist campaign, and 
in addition he will be Chairman of the Popu- 
list Congressional Campaign committee. 

Chairman Faulkner of the Popocratic Con- 
gressional Campaign committee says that 
the committee will not put any speakers In 
the fleld until after the Ist of September. He 
says the committee is short of funds and can- 
not send many speakers oyt, but must rely 
largely upon literature to reach the people. 

Vice-Chairman Stevens of the silver party 
said today there would be branch head- 
quarters of the Silver committee at Chicago, 
which would look after the Western States’ 
campaign, especially as to the speakers. 


DELAWARE POPOCRATS IN A SNARL.

Wilmington, Del., Aug. 19.—[Special.]—~The 
Popocrats of Delaware will have a hopeless 
campaign this fall. The defeat of Peter J. 
Ford of this city for Governor in the State 
convention at Dover has caused a split in 
the party which will be irreparable. Ford 
was backed by the Catholic vote of the party, 
while Ebe W. Tunnell commanded that of 
the Protestants. Tunnell had assured Ford 
that he would not accept the nomination !f 
tendered him, and upon this assurance Ford 
jumped in and spent a lot of money. When 
the convention assembled a telegram from 
Tunnell was received saying he would ac- 
cept the nomination, and the Ford men stam- 
peded the convention.

NO HELP 10 ALTGELD. 


BOLTING PROHIBITIONISTS TO PUT 
UP A STATE TICKET. 


— 


Attempt Is Made to Manipulate the 
State Convention of the so-Called 
National Party in the Interest of the 
Popocrats, but It Does Not Succeed— 
Isaac W. Higgs of Chicago to Be 
Named for Governor—Delegate Calls 
Fasionists “the Polecat Party.” 


Til., Aug. 19.—{Special.]—An at- 
Prohibition convention in 
the interest of the Gubernatorial candidacy 
of John Peter Altgeld is a nuvel thing in 
Illinois politics, and yet one is getting 80 
used to novelties in this year of grace that 
this particular one need not cause any #tUr- 
prise. That is exactly what has been done, 
however, in Decatur today and will be at- 
tempted again tomorrow. As it failed abso- 
lutely this afternoon and is sure to on the 
second trial there is little use of any one get~- 
ting particularly excited about it. It was 
not much-of a gathering at that, although it 
is styled the ‘* State convention of the Na- 


tional party.’’ : 

There were only twenty-two delegates 
here today to represent the entire State of 
lllinois, and there is no promise of any more 
coming. This National party is the wing of 
the Prohibition party which bolted at Pitts- 
burg and nominated Bentley and Southgate 
as its Presidential candidates. It bolted be- 
cause free silver was not put in the Pittsburg 
platform, and naturally all of its members 
are advocates of the 50-cent dollar as well 


as compulsory sobriety. 

The convention was called for the purpose 
of putting a State ticket in the field, a pro- 
ceeding naturally distasteful to the Popo- 
crats. The latter naturally argued that the 
nationalists, having no candidates of their 
own and being free silverites, would natu- 
rally vote for Altgeld. Certainly Capt.°Tan- 
ner, with his pronounced views in favor of 
honest money, could not hope to get any of 
them. The best way to prevent such nomi- 
nations, it was thought, would be to seek an 
indorsement of the State Prohibition ticket 
headed’ by G. W. Gear, which, being nomi- 
nated before the Pittsburg convention, is 
running on a free silver platform which has 
not been changed. 


Altgeld Plaftis Fall by the Wayside. 


The calculation, which was a tolerably 
shrewd one, was that although this conven- 
tion might indorse the regular Prohibition 
candidates the voters, being such recent 
bolters, would never vote for them, and Alt- 
geld would reap whatever benefit there was 
to be derived. 

An attempt was made to prevent the hold- 
ing of any convention at all, E. F. Strickland, 
former Chairman of the State committee, 
failing to call one. But his followers finally 
declared he was acting in the Interest of the 
Popocrats, and deposing him, put J. W. 
Wells of Chicago in his place with the meet- 
ing of today as a result. 

The main question to be decided, of course, 
was that of nominating an independent tick- 
et, and Chairman Wells had hardly cailed 
the twenty-two faithful ones to order before 
the fun began. Te call read for a meeting 
of all Nationalists who were “in favor of 
nominating a State ticket and were opposed 
to fusion."’ When it was read Dan R. Sheen 
of Peoria arose and said while he was a 
Nationalist, yet he was in favor of indorsing 
the State Prohibition ticket, while naming 
Bentley and Southgate -Electops, and he 
would like to know if that debarred him from 
becoming a member of the convention. This 
question was ignored, while Isaac Higgs and 
H. H. Roser, both of Chicago, were being 
chosen Temporary Chairman and Secretary 
of the convention. After Mr. Higgs had 
made a speech, in which he declared wom- 
an's suffrage and not the silver question had 
split the Pittsburg convention, Mr. Sheen 
brought his question up again. It cameata 
time when the conundrum puzzling the gath- 
ering was, who were delegates anyhow, and 
a motion had been carried that all present 
who were willing to sign the call could sit 
and vote. 

Opposes an Independent Ticket. 


Mr. Sheen argued he was in harmony with 
the National party (which none denied, as he 
had been the candidate of the State Pro- 
hibition convention for United States Sen- 
ator and resigned after the Pittsburg bolt), 
but he was not willing to subscribe to the 
clause in the call in favor of nominating an 
independent fcket, and would like to know 
if he would be bound by it if hesigned. The 
Chairman looked puzzled. He did not like 
to read Mr. Sheen and his friends out of the 
party right then and there. Delegates were 
too scarce, so as a happy answer he replied: 
*“*T presume all the gentlemen can read and 
understand the English ldnguage.’’ ‘his 
did not help matters much, but finally one 
man proposed it would be enough if the del- 
egates declared themselves Nationalists. 
They could fight out their differences after- 
wards.

His Arrival Being Anxiously Awaited 
by Popocratic Leaders. 

If Senator Jones does not arrive in Chicago 
today the local Popocratic leaders may do 
something desperate.

PARIS ELOPERS IN JAIL: 


LOCKED IN THE HOUSE OF DETEN- 
TION ON ELLIS ISLAND. 


Leander Chanas, the Parisian Master 
of Fencing, and Marie Cabourg 
Come Over on La Gascogne and Fall 
Into the Hands of the Commissioner 
of Immigration—Frenchman Leaves 
His Wife, but Complains That the 
Woman Is His Literary Companion. 


New York, Aug. 19.—[{Special.]—Leander

| BRAINARD DOUBTS HANSEN'S YERACITY 


Cavalry Lieutenant Who Accompanied 
Gen. Greely’s Expedition Thinks 
the Explorer Is Prevaricating. 


Fort Riley, Kas., Aug. 19.—Lieut. L. D. 
Brainard of the Second Cavalry, who ac- 
companied Gen. Greely on his arctic expe- 
dition and was with that officer in the most 
hazardous of his exploits, is rather skep- 
tical’ as to the value of Dr. Nansen’s discoy- 
eries. In conversation with a reporter Lieut. 


Brainard said: 

“The information contained in the ac- 
counts of Nansen’s return is so meager that 
I hesitate to express an opinion as to the 
scope and value of his work. I will say, how- 
ever, that the report of the return of the 
Jackson-Harmsworth relief vessel Wind- 
ward from Franz Josef Land within a month 
from the time of its departure from England 
would seem to admit of grave doubts as to 
the truth of the story, as the Windward 
could not reasonably be expected to reach 
its destination and-.return short of ten to 
twelve weeks. 

“If the reports prove true and Nansen is 
returning, then his journey has indeed been 
a wonderful one and he deserves the ap- 
plause of the scientific world for that pluck 
and energy displayed by him under most 
trying and discouraging circumstances. So 
far as I can recall no arctic authority ex- 
cept one treated Nansen’s plan of reaching 
the North Pole as a sane and feasible one.

NEW GYMNASIUM AND NATATORIU! AT DOUGLAS PARK, 


Sole 75 RIL

The Public Gymnasium and Natatorium 
which the West Park Commissioners have 
erected in Douglas Park near the intersec- 
tion of Ogden and Albany avenues will be 
dedicated and opened to the public at 2 p. m. 
next Saturday. Nearly all the German and 
Bohemian Turner Societies in and around 
the city will parade, and addresses will be 
made by the Park Commissioners,and prom- 
inent Turners. 

The gymnasium consists of an oval in- 
closure 600 feet in length, 300 feet In width, 
and a quarter of a mife in circumference, 1n- 
closed in a five-foot open wire fence and fur- 
nished with -parallel bars, trapezes, swings, 
ladders, and every appliance of a modern 
gymnasium. At one of the foci of the field 
stands a lofty flagstaff from which floats the 
Stars and Stripes. The gymnasium has no 
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fixed capacity, but hundreds of people can 
use it at one time. 

The natatorium lies close alongside the 
gymnasium at the center of the east side, 
and is connected with it by bridges at each 
end. It consists of a tower at each of the 
four corners of an oblong quadrilateral, con- 
nected by curtains, and having within it 
four large courts for the tanks, without 
roofs. One of these tanks Is for men and is 
55x 120 feet in size, and the depth of the water 
will be from three to eight feet. The other 
tank, for women, is 55x60 feet in size, and 
the depth of the water will be from twoanda 
half to seven feet. The water in both tanks 
will be warmed. 

Around the men’s tank are 117 dressing- 
rooms and around the women’s tank seven- 
ty-five. Encircling both tanks and their 
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dressing-rooms is a piazza and colonnade 
facing outward. At the middle of the east 
piazza there is an ornate entrance. The 
northeast tower contains the women’s and 
the southeast tower the men’s waiting-room. 
The northwest tower contains the wQmen’s 
toilet and dressing rooms and the southwest 
tower those of the men. In each dressing- 
room there are shower baths, and every per- 
son who enters the swimming bath will be 
required to take a shower bath first. 

The towers of the structure are built of 
pressed brick trimmed with stone, but the 
curtains are frame. Thearchitecture is non- 
descript but handsome, and the coloring is 
rich and gay. The cost of the improvement 
is $50,000. The architect is Frank Randak, 
who says there is nothing like this natato- 
rium in any park short of London.

BAXTER STREET BARKERS TO QUIT. 
Not Pleased with the Action of Their 
Employers. 

New York, Aug. 19.—[Special.]—A strike 
of the Baxter street barkers is threatened— 
the first organized barkers’ strike on record. 
There have been many instances of barkers 
striking individually, and also of striking 

individuals, but that is another story. 

The barkers organized some time ago and 
brought the Baxter street clothing dealers 
to terms. Formerly the pullers-in, as the 
barkers are sometimes called, worked about 
eighteen hours a day, and ‘ barked ”’ con- 
tinuously during the working hours. 

When they organized they forced their 
employers to sign an agreement whereby 
twelve hours should constitute a full day's 
work. Since then, the bosses say, the 
barkers have shown a constant tendency 
to celebrate their victory with drink. 

Now a barker cannot bark so well witha 
cargo of red liquor aboard. To trap the un- 
suspecting passerby into purchasing a pair 
of ‘‘ pants’’—there are no-‘‘ trousers” in 
Baxter street—or a full suit of clothes re- 
quires a clear brain and constant muscular 
training. The employers therefore have 
formed a trust and refuse to renew the 
twelve-hour agreement or employ mem- 
bers of the union except on unpleasant 
terms. The barkers say the merchants 
must come to their terms or shut up shop, 
and merry times are expected in.Baxter 
street.

Arthur Savage Sues Publisher Neely to 
Recover $12,000 Royalties. 


New York, Aug. 19.—Frank Tennyson 
Neely, the publisher, on an order signed by 
Justice Stiver, was examined before trial 
today in an action brought against him by 
Col. Richard H. Savage, the author, to re- 
cover $12,000 royalties, alleged to be due on 
several novels written by Col. Savage and 
published by Neely.

Islands into the icy seas from which no ves- 
sel had ever escaped the clutches of the 
polar pack was regarded by those having a 
knowledge of the subject as hazardous in 
the extreme—almost the work of a madman 
—and few expected Nansen to return alive; 
and I doubt if there were any who 
believed it possible for the Fram to 
long escape being crushed in the massive 
ice of that region. The safe return of Nan- 
sen and the Fram, however, will not change 
in the slightest degree the opinion of experts 
that Nansen’s novel plan of drifting to the 
North Pole was foolhardy and senseless, and 
that he displayed lamentable ignorance of 
the dangers lurking in the treacherous ice- 
yack.”’ 

Christiania, Aug. 19.—The Aften Posten to- 
day announces that Dr. Nansen wil not 
again attempt to reach the north poleina 
ship built on the lines of the Fram. Dr. 
Nansen, however, says he will conduct a 
sledging party which will attempt to make 
a dash from Franz Josef Land north in the 
direction of the pole. In the light of his 
recent discoveries and observations in the 
Arctic Circle, Dr. Nansen is of the opinion 
that it would not be difficult, certainly not 
impossible, to reach the north pole in this 
fashion. 


GARLAND AND GOMPERS AT ELWOOD. 


Labor Leaders Talk to the Tinplate 
Strikers—President Garland Says 
They Have Nothing to Concede. 


Elwood, Ind., Aug. 19.—[Special.]—To- 
night’s tinplate labor demonstration was a 
monster one, and fully 2,000 workmen and 
citizens filled the street surrounding the 
band stand, where President Garland 
of the Amalgamated Association and Presi- 
dent Gompers of the Federation of Labor 
addressed the crowd. Garland reviewed the 
tinplate difficulty‘at length, and insisted that 
the Amalgamated Association was asking 
nothing unfair and has nothing to concede. 
Both he and Gompers gave the strikers good 
advice, and the strike situation is unchanged, 
with everything quiet tonight. Garland, 
Gompers, and Cashmore will remain here 
several days, and perhaps until after Mon- 
day next, the date of resumption of the 
plant, in order to closely watch the situa- 
tion. 

Manistee, Mich., Aug. 19.—[{Special.]—The 
strikers at Peters’ mill, East Lake, have not 
caused any trouble today. Sheriff Nunges- 
ser and a posse of thirty deputiés have 
guarded the property and town. Only one 
arrest was made during the day, that of 
Ole Johnson, one of the leaders in yester- 
day’s riots. A crowd of the Polish rioters 
spent the day in the woods east of town 
drinking beer. The officers are trying to 
capture the man who broke Under Sheriff 
Nungesser’s hand on Tuesday.

Shoots Joshua Biggerstaf®’ Near Mc-

The Coroner’s jury returned a verdict of 
willful and deliberate murder, and Ray has 
been committed to jail. 


CURFEW LAW ENACTED AT TOPEKA. 


Children Under Sixteen Must Be In Be- 
fore 9 p. m. 

Topeka, Kas., Aug. 19.—The City Council 
has enacted a curfew law which provides 
that all children under 16-years of age found 
on the streets or in public places unaccom- 
panied by guardians after 9 p. m. insummer 
and 8 p. m. in winter shall be arrested and 
fined not less than $5 nor more than $25. The 
fire bell will ring every evening fifteen min- 
utes before the hour.

Spain Has a Daily Campaign Expense 
of $300,000. 

Madrid, Aug. 19.—The Italian courts hav- 
ing decided against Argentina's claims of 
the right to purchase the war vessels recent- 
ly reported to have been sold by Italy to the 
Argentine Republic, Spain therefore will 
purchase the cruiser Garibaldi. 

It is estimated that the Cuban war is 
costing Spain £60,000 daily,

Havana, Aug. 19.—Two thousand insur- 
gents, supposed to be under Gomez, attacked 
a convoy near Bayamo. 

Gen. Hernandez, with 100 men, went to 
the rescue, and a sharp fight resulted.

INSURGENTS 


Six Spaniards Killed and 21 Wounded 
During the Engagement. 

Havana, Aug. 19.—On Sunday last a train, 
having on board a number of civilian passen- 
gers and a strong escort of. troops, con- 
elsting of regular cars @nd armored cars for 
the military escort, left Consolacion del 
Sur, Pinar del Rio, for this city, and should 
have arrived here the same day, But the 
train did not appear, the railroad authorities 
became alarmed, and the military authori- 
ties were notified. 

A military rescue train was sent out, and 
it developed the train had been ambuscaded 
by insurgents, and a long fight ensued. 

It is said that the military escort upon the 
arrival of the relief train burned the mili- 
tary passenger train and returned to this 
city with the Basbetro and Arapiles bat- 
talions. 

Unofficial versions of the affair, however, 
say that the train was derailed, and sub- 
sequently burned by the insurgents, and that 
the escort of the military train were rescued 
just in time to save them from being ex- 
terminated by the enemy. As it was six 
soldiers of the escort are admitted to have 
been killed, and one Lieutenant and twenty- 
one soldiers were brought here wounded. 
The Lieutenant is expected to die. 

The insurgents who attacked the military 
train were in strong force, and it developed 
later today they also tried to dynamite the 
relief train, but without result. 

Col. Arjona reports thatin retiring with the 
rescued escort of the train he was attacked 
ty Antonio Maceo and a force of 5,000 in- 
eurgents. Artillery fire, nowever, was 
opened upon the enemy and the latter re- 
treated. The insurgent loss is not known. 

The statement published in the United 
States that Pelo Garcia has captured the 
City of Holguin, Province of Santiago: de 
Cuba, is pronounced by the authorities here 
to be utterly false, and they also deny that 
there is any truth in the statement that the 
Oteizas filibustering expedition has landed 
in Cuba. 

The threats of Capt.-Gen. Weyler to take 
the field in person against Antonio Maceo 
have turned out to be nothing more than 
rumor. Maceo practically holds Pinar Del 
Rio, while Maximo Gomez appears to be 
doing as he pleases in the eastern part of 
the island. 


HAS DR. GALLAGHER LOST HIS MIND? 


Sanity of the Irish Political Prisoner 
Questioned. 

London, Aug. 19.—Jnquiries made at the 
United States Embassy here show that the 
officials do not know when Dr. Gallagher of 
New York, the Irish-American political pris- 
oner, will be released. They have communi- 
cated with his friends in the United States, 
but the latter have not yet replied. 

The officials of the home office decline to 
state whether Dr. Gallagher is insane or 
not. The Parnellites say he has lost. his 


reason. 
It is learned from an official source that it 
was Dr. Gallagher himself who requested 
that the United States Embassy be notified 
of his approaching release. The home office 
informed the embassy that Dr. Gallagher, 
while in bad health, is able to be moved. 


LORD SALISBURY FILLS A SINECURE. 


Is Installed as Lord Warden of the 
Cinque Ports in Dover. 
London, Aug. 19.—Lord Salisbury’s install- 
ment at Dover makes him the 15ist Lord 

Warden of the Cinque Ports. 


Cinque Ports (five ports) are the English 
seaport towns of Dever, Sandwich, Hastings, 


: Romney, and Hythe, to which William the 
Conqueror granted important privileges. 
Winchelsea, Rye, and Seaford were subse- 
quently added to the original five ports. 
They are under the government of a Lord 
Warden The Cinque Ports in early days 
were required to furnish such shipping as 
the sovereign required for the public service. 
In the time of Edward I. they were bound to 
furnish fifty-seven ships, equipped and 
manned at their expense, for fifteen days. 
The Cinque Ports becaine so powerful and 
audacious that they sent out piratical ex- 
peditions and waged war without authority 
from the sovereign.

NO BLAME FOR THE BARON’S DEATH. 
a 


Coroner’s Jury Finds the Yacht Com- 
mander Not Responsible. 

Ryde, Isle of Wight, Aug. 19.—An inquest 
was opened this morning on the remains 
of Baron Moritz Curt von Zedtwitz, the 
German yachtsman who was killed yester- 
day as a result of the collision between Em- 
peror William’s yacht Meteor and Zedt- 
witz’s yacht Isolde in the regatta of the 
Royal Albert Yacht ciub off South Sea. 
Baron von Zedtwitz formerly was German 
Minister to Mexico, and was at one time 
attached to the German ministry at Wash- 
ington, _ 

The Captains of Isolde and Britannia 
were among those who testified. The com- 
mander of the Prince of Wales’ yacht ex- 
pressed the opinion that Meteor ought to 
have given Isolde wider berth, and added 
that he thought there had been an error of 
judgment. 

Capt. Gomez of Meteor testified. He de- 
nied having infringed the rules, and said 
there would have been plenty of room to 
pass had not The Saint struck Isolde and 
slewed the latter out of its coursé and 
across that of Meteor. A collision with 
Isolde, he continued, could not then be avoid- 
ed except by colliding with Britannia, which, 
he explained, would have resulted in a far 
more serious smashup. 

The jury rendered a.sverdict that nobcdy 
was to blame for the accident. 

The body of Baron von Zedtwitz has been 
embalmed and will be taken to Dresden for 
burial. 

Capt. Miles of Isolde described the mix- 
up of the yachts. He said Britannia and 
Meteor were under his lee when The Saint 
luffed up from under his lee, trying to wind 


“him. But The Saint could not clear Isolde’s 


boom and struck it. In consequence Isolde 
swerved, and its bow was driven toward 
Meteor. When the witness noticed Meteor 
it was coming into him, and was only about 
six feet away. Therefore he did not have 
time to alter his course. Meteor’s bowsprit 
went through Isolde’s main sail, and all its 
gear fell on deck. Witness jumped over- 
board, and thus escaped injury. 

Continuing Capt. Miles said that when 
Baron von Zedtwitz saw the danger the 
yacht was in he ran forward, and: when wit- 
ness regained Isolde’s deck, after’ the col- 
lision, he found two of the crew trying to 
rescue the Baron from a mass of wreckage 
overboard in which he was entangled. They 
succeeded in hauling the Baron upon deck, 
but he was unconscious and died soon after 
being taken on board a steam yacht for 
transportation to the hospital at Ryde. 

Capt. Miles could not say whether Meteor 
had or did not have time to alter its course. 

Dr. Dawson of New York, who was on 
board Ogden Goelet’s steam yacht, 
went to the assistance of Baron von 
Zedtwitz when the latter was taken from the 
water, but the Baron was dead, as the re- 
sult of internal injuries, when the doctor 


reached his side. 

Berlin, Aug. 19.—The official Reichs- 
anzeiger today pays a warm tribute to the 
zeal shown and services rendered by Baron 
von Zedtwitz, killed yesterday in a yachting 
accident off the Isle of Wight, in all the 
offices he has held, including that of German 
Minister to Mexico and Secretary of the 
German Legations at St. Petersburg, Tokio, 
Stockholm, and Washington. 


WORDS OVER KEY WEST AFFAIR. 
Impassioned Outburst in the Spanish 
Chamber of Deputies, 

Madrid, Aug. 19.—In the Chamber of 
Deputies today a Carlist member asked 
what measures the government had taken 
to demand redress for the outrage reported 
to have been inflicted upon the Spanish flag 
by the people of Key West, Fla., recently. 
The Minister of the Interior in reply said 
this was not the moment to discuss the 

matter. 

Thereupon the Carlist -Deputy retorted 
that the government always invoked the 
patriotism of the Chamber in order to im- 
pose silence upon the Deputies when awk- 
ward questions were asked. 

The incident caused momentary excite- 
ment in the Chamber, but the Carlist and 
his friends were quickly called to order and 
the matter was dropped. 


ADMIRAL’S FLAGSHIP UNDER FIRE. 
Gunners Miss the Target 500 Yards— 
Commander's Life in Danger. 
Paris, Aug. 19.—During the artillery prac- 
tice of the French Mediterranean squadron 
yesterday off Toulon Admiral Gervais and 

his staff had a narrow escape. 

Instead of aiming at a target which was 
being towed 500 yards behind the flagship 
Brennus, a battleship of 11,000 tons displace- 
ment, the cruiser Vauteur turned its quick- 
fire guns on the flagship for some time. 

The shots rained around Admiral Gervais 
and his staff, and their escape was a miracle. 
The glass in the Admiral’s conning-tower 
was riddled, and a sailor was wounded. 

There is much mystery as to how the mis- 
take occurred, as it is thought impossible 
that the gunners could have missed the 
mark by 500 yards. 


BULGARIA THREATENS THE PORTE. 
Gives Notice That the Frontier Will

Sofia, Aug. 19.—In consequence of the

Old Men, Women, and Children Killed 
in Macedonia. 

Athens, Aug. 19.—A telegram from Laris- 
sa, Greece, says that the Turkish troops have 
massacred eighty old men, women, and chil- 
dren in the Villages of Trambuno and Ko- 
mino, Macedonia. The remainder of the in- 
habitants escaped to the mountains. The 
troops carried off the crops and burned both 
villages.

BER IN HIS OWN HOUSE, 


And the Poor Man, Frightened Out of 
Weeks of European Pleasure in No 
Time, Buys His Release, but Not 
Secrecy, with the Fragrant Weed— 
Disastrous Results of Not Asking 
the Bluecoats’ Permission to Come 
Home—Details of the Raid.

Lieut. Rank and the’Fiftieth Street Sta- 
tion police are alert, if anything, and so are 
the neighbors in the vicinity of the Thomp- 
son establishment. The windows of the 
tourist’s residence have stared with a dark, 
biank look after dusk for many weeks past, 
but last night there was a gleam of light and 
life in them, and the solicitous community 
made it a matter of business to find out why.

He remembered his old 
shotgun, which lay away in a closet, and this 
he shouldered, after seeing that_it was in 
condition to meet the emergency. Lavin, 
when he made the descent, took with him 
two revolvers, and when he reached-the floor 
he prepared to use them both if necessary. 


Both Are Frightened Terribly. 


It was not long before he saw a white 
figure dodging about in one of the rooms, 
and at the same time the white figure saw 
Iavin. The latter jumped behind a side- 
board, and Thompson concealed himself be- 
hind his bedroom door. Both of them then 
began to talk at once. Lavin perceived that 
a mistake had been made, and Thompson 
feared he had encountered a desperate 
burglar.

MONEY QUESTION LEADS TO A MURDER. 


Peter Kwascinska Dies from Wounds 
Inflicted by Wiladyslaus Schrojda 
After an Argument.

Peter Kwascinska, who was shot tn the 
abdomen early yesterday morning, died at 
St. Elizabeth Hospital at 8 o’clock from the 
effects of the wound.

As he reached the 
corner of Dickson and Blackhawk streets b& 
stopped to talk to Officer Klaus Kwascinska 
and John Papowski of No. 711 Blackhawk 
street came up and commenced to talk te 
him. Papowski and Kwascinska were close 
friends. 

After some discussion, in which abusive 
language was used, Schrojda started home, 
as he claims, and was pursued by Kwa- 
scinska. 

“The two men started after me,” said 
Schrodja this morning, “ and I started to 
run for my house, as I wished to have no 
trouble with them. But they caught up 
with me, and Kwascinska ran up on the 
steps of my house, so that I could not get in 
without passing him. 

*** We'll settle it with you,’ they said to me. 

** Keep away from me,’ I said, but they 
came nearer. 

“TI thought Kwascinska had a knife tn his 
hand. I drew my revolver and fired into the 
air to attract the attention of the officer. 

‘*** Shoot ahead,’ said Kwascinska. ‘I'll 
kill you anyhow.’ 

‘Then he came still closer and raised his 
hand again to strike me. I fired at him. 
He fell down and the other man ran away. 
I went to the patrol box and called for a 
wagon. I.turned the wounded man over to 
the officers and gave myself up.” 

Officer Klaus corroborates Schrojda’s story 
as far as his knowledge goes of what took 


place. 
Schrojda is a guard in the County Jail.

Criticism of College Training. 
Chairman of Section, Chancellor E. Mc- 
Clain of the State University of lowa, de- 
livered a lengthy address on “ The Law 
Curriculum; Subjects to Be Included and 
Order of Presentation.’’ With every prepos- 
session in favor of college training, Mr. 
McClain could not close his eyes to the fact 
that in many students it tended to foster 
quickness rather than thoroughness, and. 
that the final result depended still to a great 
extent on the individual capacity of the 
student. He contended that the law in- 
struction given as a part of a college course 
was little advantage, if it is not a positive 
detriment to ,the proper study and com- 
prehension of law as law. He thought 
some of the old-fashioned lawyers’ books 
remained the best text-books for students 
on their particular subjects. It must be 
borne in mind, he said, that what the 
student needed was not an easy book, which 
will give him a few definitions and super- 
ficial rules such as would enable him to 
pass examinations, but thoroughly planned 
discussions of the fundamentals of the sub- 
ject and their applications. 
Prof. Charles M. Campbell of the Uni- 
versity of Colorado was unable to be pres- 
ent, but his voluminous paper was read by

The small decrease in Iowa occurred at the 
State penitentiary at Anamosa by reason 
of tower prices being realized for goods 
made and by the industrial depression 
affecting prices. 

In Kansas the principal industry was dis- 
continued because of depression in business.

Toledo, O., Aug. 19.—[Special.]—Detalls of 
a shocking affair at Perrysburg reached 
here today. Bick & Glann, contractors, of 
this city are building the Toledo and Bowl- 
ing Green Electric railway, and have had 
considerable trouble getting the right of 
way through the Village of Perrysburg. 
James Bizansin, an old resident, objected 
to the men cutting through his lot and final- 
ly threatened to dynamite them if they per- 
sisted in laying rails and tracks on his lot.

Bryan’s New York speech assumes from 
first to last that gold has appreciated enor- 
mously since the “ crime of 1873." Thatis 
the corner-stone of his entire argument for 
the free coinage of silver. 

To show that gold has risen in value Bry- 
an compares its purchasing power and that 
of silver bullion with the market price of 
wheat since 1873. From this comparison 
he draws his conclusion that gold is becom- 
ing dear and is strangling the prices of ali 
products and suffocating industry. : 

Bryan's test is a false one, for the prices 
of wheat and silver have not gone down 
Each has followed its own path, 
selling at a price determined strictly by sup- 
ply and demand and the cost of production 
The farmer got more 
for his wheat in 1880 than in 1873. 

The only standard by which to measure 
value of both gold and silver is that of the 
reward of labor—the wagescale, If during 
a long period of years the price of labor of 
all kinds, skilled and unskilled, and of pro- 


| fessional services of all kinds has advanced 


so that each man gets more gold per hour, 
day, or week, then it is evident that gold has 


depreciated. 
If the American workingman gets more 


grains of gold at this time than he did half 
a century ago per week or per day or per 


hour it is evident that gold has fallen in 


is concerned.

COCKRAN AND BRYAN; ANOTHER CON- | 


TRAST. 

The Democrats of New York have re- 
peated their rebuke to bryanism in an over- 
whelming outburst of enthusiasm for honest 
money. They have demonstrated that in 


this campaign patriotism is the keynote. 


No former political afhiliations or beliefs are 
to obstruct the effort to save the country 
from the insidious attack of the silver free- 
booters. As much as they desire to con. 
serve,party interests, that is held asa trivia] 
consideration when national 
threatened. This was the conspicuous senti- 
ment that prevailed overwhelmingly in the 
vast audience of 20,000 gathered in Madi- 
son Square Garden on Tuesday night. They 
responded with cheers’ to the opening salu- 
tation of the Chairman: “ Fellow-Demo- 
crats.”” ‘The same thousands received the 
name of McIXinley with a storm of approv- 
al. And at ne time during the masterly 
speech of Bourke Cockran, who was the ora- 
tor of the evening, was the fact clouded that 
New York Democrats would vie with New 
York Republicans in sustaining Cockran’s 
prophecy that * The American people never 
will consent to substitute for the republic 
of Washington the republic of Altgeld, of 
Tillman, and of Bryan.’ 

The gathering was in marked contrast in 
every respect to chat of a week ago, when 
Bryan made his début in the East on the 
saine platform. In each case it was an 
audience largely of Democrats, but while

It was devoid of much of the rhetorical em- 
bellishment usually empléyed by the ex- 
Congressman, but was stronger in terse 
phrases, sound logic, and freedom from 
ambiguity. There was no attack on Bryan 
himself (and such an attack might have 
been expected from an orator so gifted in 
the powers of invective), and indeed the 
Popocratic candidate was given the benefit 
of probable sincerity in this language: 

We would look in vain through the speech deliv- 
ered here one week ago to find a true statement of 
the issues involved in this canvass. Indeed, I be- 
lieve ft is doubtful if the candidate himself quite 
understands the nature of the faith which he pro- 
fesses. I say this not in criticism of his ability. 
but in justice to his morality. I believe that if 
he himself understood the inevitable consequences 
of the doctrines which he preaches -his own 
hands would be the very first to tear down the 
platform on which he stands. 

In denouncing the free silver plot he 
summed up the situation in a sentence 
that should be incorporated smong the 
choice epigrams of the campaign when he 
said: 

This is a conspiracy between professional farm- 
ers who want to pay low wages and the unrecon- 
ciled slave-holder who would like to pay no wages 
at all.

But the shock to civili- 
zation which would ensue from such a breach of 
public and private faith would be irreparable. 
Its effect no man could measure from any ex- 
perience of the human race.

Cockran’s speech in its entirety is nota- 
ble for what he said. Bryan’s was notable 
for what he failed to say.

THE PANIC BRYAN EXPECTS. 
June 24 of this year Bryan was at lowa 
Falls, Ia., to make a speech. While he was 
there the following conversation is stated 
to have taken place between Mr. Bryan and 


a clothing merchant of a neighboring town: 

Mr. Pleasant said: ‘‘ Mr. Carlisle, in his speech 
at Chicago last spring, said that the adoption of 
free silver by this country alone would produce a 
panic, the like of which this country has never 
experienced, affecting all classes 6f people. Do 
you believe Mr. Carlisle, Mr. Bryan?’’ 

Mr. Bryan replied: “‘If a man is sick and 
grows worse he must take medicine, even if such 


‘mredicine produce other sickness for awhile.’’ 


That is to say, Bryan believes and is 
willing to admit that while going from the 
gold. standard to the silver standard the 
country will be “sick” for awhile—will 
have a panic. But the prospect does not 
disturb Bryan in the least. 

A week later than the time when this 
conversation is stated to have taken place 
substantially the same question was put to 
Bland. He was asked if free coinage would 
not cause a great panic. His reply was: 
“There will be no great panic.”” He ad- 
mitted there would be a panic, but belittled 
its seriousness. 

Bryan and Bland have -intelligence 
enough to see a change to the silver stand- 
ard will breed a panic. Yet they can con- 
template with composure the prospect of an 
industrial disturbance of that kind, though 
there is no man who can tell where one will 
end when once started. 

Bryan is the first man who, pretending 
to have the welfare of the people at heart, 
has ever prescribed for their real or im- 
aginary ills a remedy commencing with a 
panic. It has never occurred to any one be- 
fore him that the condition of a country, no 
matter how bad it might be, could be im- 
proved -by trying a panic. That would be 
getting out of the fryingpan into the fire. 

Yet that is what Bryan proposes to do. 
The patient beingin a depressed and languid 
state, Bryan desires to throw him into fits 
so as to make him more active and encour- 
age him. 

The United States had one attack of 


‘panic sickness three years ago, from the ef- 


fects of which it has not recovered yet.

No coercion; no pitting the Church against the 
Stafe, but for them to arouse the Nation to duty 
as they did when Lincoln called upon them to 
save the Union I propose to ‘‘ urge them "’ just 
as I would urge you to “ flee from the wrath to 
come."’ Whenever I speak or Write on politics 
I do so as an American citizen, and no protes- 
sional obligations shall deprive me of that right. 
You thought me indiscreet to publish my purpose, 
but I never strike in the dark, and hence my dis- 
cretion and courage to say to the clergy publicly 
that I feel it my duty to join Republicans and 
Democrats and al! good citizens to save our coun- 
try from this silver craze. 


The Senator is a hard man to satisfy if 
this does not prove convincing. The Bish- 
op is a patriotic citizen before all else, and 
as such he considers it his paramount duty 
to use his best efforts to make patriots out 
of others, and thus help to save the Nation 
from a violent attack onitsintegrity. This 
opinion held by the Bishop is one that is en- 
tertained by a large number of other Amer- 
ican citizens, and the Senator will find that 
men of influence in all walks of life are do- 
ing their utmost to change the opinions of 
others when these others happen to be tem- 
porarily under the spell of the silver fanat- 
ics.

M’KINLEY’S LAST ADDRESS. 

On Tuesday the members of a Cleveland 
colored men’s club called on Maj. McKinley 
at Canton and were addressed briefly by 
him. | 

He told his visitors that “ we want in the 
United States neither cheap money nor 
We will have neither the one 
Bryan, Altgeld, and Till- 
man want both. They want the labor of 
colored men and white men poorly paid in 
the cotton fields of South Carolina, in-the 


eworkshops of Illinois, and on the farms of 


Nebraska. 

“ Having reduced the pay of labor,” con- 
tinued Maj. McKinley, “ it is now proposed 
to reduce the value of money in which 
labor is paid.”” That sums up the situation 
accurately. Four years ago Bryan, Alt- 
geld, and their followers were demanding 
free trade. They got a tariff bill which 
gave less protection to American labor, and 
as a consequence American labor is suf- 
fering. 

Bryan and Altgeld have another poffcy 
now. Cheap money is their panacea in 
1806, as free trade was in 1892. Maj. Mc- 
Kinley is opposed td both. He told his 
visitors that “ we are opposed to any policy 
which increases the number of unemployed 
in the United States, even if it does give us 
cheaper foreign goods, and we are opposed 
to any policy which degrades Amer- 
ican manhood that we may have cheaper 
products made either at home or abroad.” 

Speaking of the: money question, he re- 
marked that— 

If free coinage means a 100-cent dollar equal 


to a gold dollar, as some of its advocates assert, 
we will not, then, have cheap dollars, but dollars 


just like those we now have, and which will beas 


help the debtor or make it easier for him to pay 
his debts. 

His hearers saw the point, But they 
know that not one in ten thousand of those 
who are calling for free coinage dollars be- 
lieves they will be worth 100 cents. If the 
free silverites did not believe free coinage 
at the ratio of 16 to 1 would give them 53- 
cent dollars they would lose all interest In 
the silver question. 

Another subject to which Maj. McKinley 
referred was the attempt of the Popocrats 
“to array labor against capital, employer 
against employed.” This effort to get up a 
class war “is most unpatriotic and fs 
fraught with the greatest peril to all con- 
cerned. The prosperity of the one is the 
prosperity of the other.” 

Maj. McKinley told his visitors that— 

The post which the United States must occupy, 
both in wages and industries and in the integrity 
of its finances and currency, must be at the head 
of the nations of the earth. To that place of 
honor the people of the country must restore it 
this year. They have.the opportunity that they 
have wished for since 1892. 

The voters will not fail to use the oppor- 
tunity, and under Maj. McKinley’s lead 
they will overcome the advocates of cheap 
money and cheap labor, who are headed by 
Bryan. - 


HOW BRYANISM WOULD HURT MUTUAL 
BENEFIT SOCIETIES. 

There are two kinds of life insurance 
institutions. .The first may be called com- 
mercial companies, which issue policies and 
receive cash premiums for insuring lives 
for the benefit of families or individuals; the 
second, mutual benefit societies. 

The latter are secret societies of benevo- 
lent character, The memberships are com- 
posed of respectable, decent, orderly, hon- 
orable men. Belonging to those orders are 
vast numbers of clerks, accountants, pro- 
fessional and working men, junior partners 
in business, and administration officials of 
cities, counties, and the Federal Govern- 
ment. They are picked men, and only ad- 
mitted to those brotherhoods or socicties 
upon investigation, recommendation, and 
ballot. The present membership is stated 
to exceed three millions in the United 
States. We do not know accurately their 
number in Chicago, but it must exceed -75,- 
000 men, and nearly all of them voters. 

They are mutual insurance orders, in 
which the members pay a small quarterly 
sum to insure their lives and their health, 
from which fund they draw when sick; and 
when they die their widows and children re- 
ceive certain weekly or monthly stipends 
or fixed life insurance, which may range 
from $1,000 to $5,000, according to the 
amounts of their assessments, 

The reports of those benevolent societies 
show that sick members and the families of 
deceased members have received during the 
last ten years over $450,000,000. 

It is manifestly to the interest of the mem- 
bers of the mutual benefit orders that the 
benefits afd life insurance money should be 
paid in good money, money of full purchas- 
ing power. It is not worth while to argue 
the truth ef so self-evident a proposition. 
The members can see for themselves the 


bad effect it would have on them if the |

l‘or instance, the benefits re- 
ceived in case of sickness or death would 
have only one-half the purchasing power of 
the money they have been paying into the 
treasury of the society for long years. For 
it must he Lorne in mind that a change of 
the United States money standard from 
that of gold to that of silver in the false ra- 
tio of 16 to 1 would simply collapse one-half 
of the value of the funds and receipts of the 
society. 

Would the members of those societies feel 
compensated for such loss and injury by 
knowing that the change of standards might 
enable some men desperately involved to 
pay their debts with half as much money 
value as they borrowed? And even that 
poor satisfaction would in all probability be 
denied them, as the mischief done to busi- 
ness in destroying confidence, collapsing 
credits and values would bring -on such a 
panic and paralysis of trade and production 
all over the Union as to make it harder for 
a man heavily in debt to earn or obtain or 
borrow a half-value 16 to 1 silver dollar than 
it would be to get gold value money had not 
the standard been disturbed by Bryan's 
mad, dishonest Populistic act of national 
folly. 

Can any member of the mutual benefit 
societies vote to destroy half the value of 
the money in circulation? How does any 
sane man belonging to one of those benev- 
olent orders expect to help his society. or 
himself or family by voting to bring on a 
terrific panic in business, which will throw 
millions of wage-workers and salaried men 
out of their jobs, and at least cut down the 
pay of those who are not laid off about one- 
half? It is nonsense to suppose they would 
get more than half value 50-cent silver dol- 
lars; while they. are now receiving 100-cent 
gold value dollars.

THE AUTHOR OF “KATHLEEN MAVOUR- 
NEE,” 

Few human lives have been so crowded 
with adventure as was that of I’. Nicholls 
Crouch, the composer of the famous song, 
“Kathleen Mavourneen,’” who passed 
away in Portland, Me., on Tuesday even- 
ing. Prof. Crouch was born, the descend- 
ant of a line of professional musicians, in 
London, Eng., in 1808. As a boy he devel- 
oped a genius for music, and at 9 years of 
age Was a member of a traveling musical 
and theatrical organization. A little later 
he was admitted to the Royal Academy of 
Music and soon became one, of the Drury 
Lane Theater orchestra. After experiences 
as a sailor before the mast, as an ironmas- 
ter, and as a musician, playing at the cor- 
onation of King William and Queen Ade- 
laide and afterward at the coronation of 
Queen Victoria, he came to the United 
States and became a music teacher in Port- 
land and then in Richmond, Va. When the 
war broke out he entered the Confederate 
army and at its close returned to Portland, 
where he remained until his death. 

Iie wrote many songs, but only one of the 
number achieved great vogue—* Kathleen 
Mavourneen ’’—~and of this only the melody 
was his, it is estimated that more than 
2,000,000 copies of “* Kathleen” have been 
sold and that on them there was a profit of 
at least $200,000; but Prof. Crouch gave 
away the manuscript and never received 
one penny for it. An interesting thing 
about this ballad is the statement that the 
composer's daughter, who was named after 
the Ikathleen he set to music, ran away 
from home when she was 14 years old and 
became the motorious Cora Pearl, who for 
many years was one of the Parisian celeb- 
rities. There is a kind of bitter irony in 
that fact, ifitbea fact. But it was in keep- 
ing with the man’s life, which had more of 
bitter than of sweet in it. °

AMERICAN AND MEXICAN WAGES. 

The New Mexico and Arizona railway 
runs from Benson, Ari., to Nogales, Ari. 
It is a part of the Santa Fé system. 
Nogales, which lies on both sides of the 
boundary line, the town being half Mexican 
and half American, is the northern termi- 
nus of the Sonora railway, which runs to 
Juaymas, on the Gulf of California. This 
lire is also part of the Santa I*é system. 

On the American road wages are.as fol- 
lows, all paid in American money, worth 


100 cents on the dollar:

Thus the railway company pays much 
more for the same kind of labor in Arizona 
than it does just across the line, in Sonora. 
The reason which it gives is that in this 
country it does business on a sound money 
basis, while in Mexico it does business on a 
cheap money basis and its revenues are 
in the cheap money which passes current 
there. The officers of the road say they 
would have*to abandon their Sonora line 
if they did business on the cheap silver basis 
and paid sound money wages. 

The conductor on the Mexican side of the 
line gets more pieces of silver than the 
conductor on the American side, but he 
cannot buy as much with them. When he 
offers one of his dollars toa Mexican grocer he 
gets in return only half a pound of tea. 
The American conductor with his American 
dollar gets two pounds of tea. 

If the United States were to pass a free 
coinage law nothing would be changed in 
Mexico. Neither prices nor wages would 
be disturbed there. On the American side 
of the line there would be a sudden ad- 
vance in prices, but wages would fot jump 
as the prices would. 

Of course, the American railroad em- 
ployés would insist on getting as many dol- 
lars as the Mexican employés do now. But 
if they succeeded in getting as many dol- 
lars they would be worse off than at pres- 
ent, for they could buy so little with their 
money. 

Wherever money is “ cheap ”—that is, de- 
based and depreciated—the purchasing 
power of wages is small. Wherever money 
is good the purchasing power of wages is 
large.

point where the stability and success of the 
new organization seem assured. The par- 
tial details of its growth in this time were 
given to the public in a special united rally 
of the forces of the Northwest on Monday 
evening, and the statement then made by 
Col. Fielding, the head of the Western 
contingent, must be gratifying to the hosts 
of friends of the plucky little band. 

When the new movement was started as 
an independent and strietly American body 
the headquarters in Chicago consisted of a 
small room, one chair, and one table, all 
donated. ‘Today it is announced that nego- 
tiations practically have been completed by 
which the Volunteers will obtain possession 
of a building on State street consisting of 
twenty-six living rooms and a fitting equip 
ment, and besides this two city lots, valued 
at $10,000, have been presented to the army 
by Miss Julia Daly. 

This material prosperity has complement- 
ed a rapid and large numerical growth, for 
Col. Fielding reports that the army now in- 
cludes nearly 2,000 members, scattered 
among 106 posts, of which forty-seven are 
in the Nortiwest. In Illinois aione there 
are twenty-five organized posts and 135 
comniissioned officers. In New York the 
army has a fine building on Union Square, 
from which it publishes its weekly and 
monthly literature. The striking feature 
of this conspicuous success is that it does 
not appear to have been achieved at the 
expense of the parent organization. A few 
of the leaders who were closely allied with 
Ballington Booth are known to have left 
the Salvation Army with him, but in most 
of the cases the recruits have comé from 
the outside. 

There seems no doubt there is room for 
both armies, and perhaps the rule of com- 
petition that is so effective in business may 
have similar results in these religious asso- 
ciations, and stimulate each to greater en- 
deavor and bring to each a richer harvest 
than it would have enjoyed alone.

New York, Aug. 19.—[{Special.]—The New 
York Giants captured Capt. Anson’s Colts 
at the Polo grounds today, and rode them 
around the ba&es for over two hours to the 
amusement of the assembled multitude. 

It was such a game as would makea lover 
of baseball turn his back to the field and 
“weep. 

Both teams gave a miserable exhibition of 
ball playing, and the few good plays looked 
like accidents. When it was all over the 
score was 8 to 5in favor of the home team, 
and the only features were the errors and 
mistakés. It was clearly an “ off day 4 for 
the Colts, and if the Giants do not do better 
in the future they still have a good show to 
tie Louisville’for last place. The field work 
of the New Yorks was better than the Colts, 
and, though they made one less hit than the 
visitors; they netted more runs. Tiernan 
made a home run, a three-bagger, and Van 
Haltren and Terry made two base hits. 

Friend was selected to pitch for the Colts 
because of the fact that six of the New York 
men are left-handed, and Friend’s south- 
paw delivery was expected tO do wonders.

Pfeffer was 
‘caught at second three times after reaching 
first on hits and errors. 
Donohue Is Knocked Out. 

The field work of the Colts was bad. Ryan 
dropped one easy one and kicked another 
out of reach. Dahlen threw wild twice when 
it cost runs. Everitt made a bad throw to 
the plate after making a brilliant stop ofa 
hot- grounder. This bouquet of errors lost 
. the game, but there were other chances to 

save it being thrown away. Donohue was 
hit on a finger by a foul tip, and Kittridge 
took his place. This was Donohue’s second 
game after being hurt two weeks ago, and 
he will have to lay off another week. - 

The Colts scored in the first inning. Ev- 
éritt hit safe-to left and reached third on 
Beckley’s error in handling Clarke’s throw 
to first on Dahlen’s bunt. Danlen stole sec- 
ond. Lange hit.a slow one to Davis and was 
out at first. Anscn hit safe, and two runs 
came in before he was caught trying to steal 
second. Ryan hit safe, but was forced at 
second on Decker's hit to Davis. 

The Giants made a score in the first on 
Beckley’s single to right and Van Haltren’s 
two-bagger to right. Tiernan walked and 
Joyce hit to right fora base.

‘CANADA TO THE FRONT. 


WINS IN THE RACE WITH ZELMA 
AND CZARINA. 


Bival of the Vencedor Sails a Great 
Race at Put-In Bay and Shows It- 
self to Be in Prime Condition for 
fhe Big Race — More Interest Is 
Taken by Yachtsmen in the Second 
Day of Their Big Regatta—Other 
Good Races. } 


Put-in Bay, O., Aug. 19.—[Special.]—The 
second day of the inter-lake races excited 
more interest than the first by reason of the 
fact that Canada was in the entry for the 
forty-six-foot class against Zelma of Hamil- 
ton and Czarina of Toledo. This was to be 
the last trial race of the fast flying cutter 
prior to the cup races at Toledo, and its 
actions were anxiously watched by the ex- 
perts. They did not disappoint her admirers 
in the least, for it outsailed, outpointed, and 
outraced anything in its class, and beat 
Zelma by almost two minutes and Czarina 
by forty-four minutes corrected time. 

The wind for this morning's races was 
fresh and brisk from the northwest by north 
and made legs of the course windward work. 
The boats got away,promptly with the start- 
ing gun, Czarima crossing the line first and 
bearing away to the leeward of the course. 
After a little jockeying for a favorable, posi- 
tion Zelma crossed the line, and twelve sec- 
onds later Canada crossed, taking the wind- 
ward position and bearing away to the north- 
ward for the first stake. It was a pretty 
race to the first turn, Canada and Zelma 
maintaining their relative positions and rap- 
idly cutting down the distance, tagged off by 
Czarina. 

Reach for Second Turn, 

Before the second leg was reached Czarina 
was left in the wake of the Canadian flyers, 
and under the pressure of all the canvas 
they could lug they were reaching for the 
second turn. Zelma, before reaching the 
second stake, shifted iis spinnaker to port 
in quick time, but Canada, in attempting 
the sume move, caught a slant it was not ex- 
pecting and fouled the canvas. It was soon 
sheeted, however, but not until Zelma, which 
was forging ahead undcr its increased sail, 
had gained considerable distance. The stake 
was rounded close together, and on the voint 
for the finish of the first round both boats 
ran far up to the lee of the course. 

Canada was’first to come into stays for 
the stake, while Zelma held its course to 
the leeward for some distance and when 
coming into stays passed Canada’s bows 
and took a course about a mile to the wind- 
ward. This it held through the knock- 
down slants, while Canada stood well up 
for the stake, which it rounded 11 seconds 
in advance of Zelma, Czarina far in the 
rear. The second round was a repetition of 
the first, only with Canada in the leeward 
position on the first two legs and shifting 
to the windward on the last reach for the 
finish buoy. Czarina was out of the race, 
having been caught In a calm near the last 
stakeboat, and drifted into the finish: 


Canada Catches the Wind. 

Canada caught the wind on its beam and 
came flying to the finish with all its salls 
drawing well two minutes and twenty-six 
seconds ahead of Zelma, to which it was 
forced to give foft¥-eight seconds’ time al- 
lowance, winning by one minute and thirty- 
eight seconds. This makes six out of nine 
races it has won from Zelma. 

In the forty-foot class Hiawatha of Ham- 
ilton proved itself the most speedy boat, and 
won handily from the yawl-rigged Lucy of 
Detroit, with Nox of Rochester third. Lucy 
in rounding the second stake carried away 
its peak halyards and allowed Nox to come 
alongside. Here they noticed that it carried 
more live ballast than the rules allowed, 
having eight men on board when it was ac- 
corded but six. 

A protest was entered and allowed, which 
disqualified it, and gave second place to Nox, 
with Yankee of Detroit, third. The twen- 
ty-five-foot class brought 6ut fourteen boats, 
ten of which sailed from Toledo. Typhoon 
of Toledo captured the race from.Marie M. 
of Kelly’s Island, while the champion 
Brownie of Toledo could get only third. The 
special race for catboats brought out Kat- 
rina of Put-in Bay, and Amelia of Sandusky. 
The former won out the race by ten seconds 
corrected time, and Restless‘of Toledo was 
awarded the prize for naphtha launches.

PEARL C. AND PHENOL STRUGGLE 
FOR VICTORY AT INDIANAPOLIS, 


Phenol, an Odds-On Favorite from the 
Start, Falters After Winning Two 
Heats and Is Finally Shut Out by 
Her Faster Antagonist—Five Heats 
at an Average Speed Each Mile of 
2:081—Other Events Are Walk- 
aways for Horses That Won.

Indianapolis, Ind., Aug. 19.—[Special.]— 
After another very quiet commencement 
the second day of the grand circuit meet- 
ing furnished one of the most exciting races 
of the year. It occurred in the 2:12 pace, 
and two mares provided the fun. Phenol 
came here with a geries of brilliant victories 
in the Western circuits to her credit anda 
mark,of 2:07%, while Pearl C. had falled to 
land either of her engagements at Fort 
Wayne and Columbus, O., though at: the 
latter place she reduced the record for 
pacing mares to 2:064%. Furthermore, 
Phenol had defeated the bay imare last 
month, and so was a prime favorite from 
the first pool sold up to the time the third 
race was called this afternoon. There was 
nothing in the field at all up to the form 
of these fleet mares, and the odds were 2 to 
1 that Phenol would beat Pearl C. The 
latter had a new driver, who had come from 
Illinois: for the special purpose, while the 
gray mare had her old trainer, Donohue, 
behind her. Before the race was. called 
Phenol met with an accident in her exer- 
cise, caused by her taking hold so hard ina 
hustle around the upper turn that she 
choked and went down. The only injury 
was a cut over her right eye, and the judges 
were asked to permit scratching the favor- 
ite. They would not grant the request. She 
still ruled the betting when the seven lined 
up for the first heat. Dick Wilkes set the 
pace, but the faster-rivals soon gutfooted 
him, and in the battle through the stretch 
‘Phenol carried Pearl C. off her stride and 
tinished with plenty to spare in 2:0S%. 


Mike Bowerman Drives Pearl C. 


Then Mike Bowerman, the Kentucky 
driver, came to the rescue, and, taking the 
place of Jones benind the big bay mare, he 
kept her steady and gave Phenol a merry 
chase in the second heat. From the half 
Pearl C. was in front, but Phenol came at 
her with a rush in the last quarter and beat 
ger cleverly by a short length in 2:0814. 

Then it was any odds on the gray mare, 
and after Pearl C. had opened another gap 
in the third heat the favorite closed on her 
as before. This time the maPgin was wider, 
and, with both drivers working like demons, 
the pair went under the wire so close to- 
gether that it looked like a dead heat. The 
judges caught Pearl C. first and the crowd 
yelled with delight at the decision. The 
time of this mile, 2:0714, surprised every- 
body, as Pearl C. had never shown such 
gameness against Lottie Lorine during the 
last fortnight. The duel was to the death 
again in the fourth heat, and Phenol made 
a gallant effert until the clip tired her and 
she lost her stride near the distance, leaving 
the Illinois mare to finish ten lengths ahead, 
the clip back in 2:07, as before. 

Phenol Is Shut Out. 

It was evidently Pearl C.’s race if it 
could be finished, and there was barely day- 
light enough for the fiftn heat. Phenol was 
in bad shape this time, making a terrible 
break on the first turn, and repeating the 
mistake twice before getting to the sixth 
furlong pole. Finally, as Pearl C. jogged 
home in 2:10%, her rival was outside of the 
distance post, a weary and demoralized 
wreck of the pacer whose chances had looked 
so bright an hour before. 

The 3-year-old trotters and pacers both 
had opportunities earlier in the day, but 
neither class resulted in anything like a con- 
test. Margaret and Fairview, who had won 
similar events at Fort Wayne, had every- 
thing their own wey again.

GOOD THINGS TO EAT FOR FRIDAY. 


How to Cook Bluefish for Breakfast 
and Weakfish for Dinner with 
Other Tempting Dishes. 


BREAKFAST. 
Cantaloupes. 

Brotled bluefish, maitre d’hotel sauce. 
Hashed turkey Aa la Bechamel. 
Bliced tomatoes. 

Coffee. 

LUNCHEON. 
Mayonnaise of cold fish. 

Cold sliced turkey. 
Cinnamon buns. Cocoa. 
DINNER. 

Raw clams. 

Summer vegetable soup. 
Broiled weakfish. 

Collops of veal. with timbales of rice. 

Fried eg plant. 
Lamb paprika. 
Stewed Lima beans. 
Roast goslings. spiced plum sauce, 
Iced peaches, with sugar and cream. 
Coffee. 

Hashed turkey A la Bechamel—The prepa- 
ration of this dish involves a knowledge of 
bechamel sauce and potato croquette mix- 
ture. For the latter place eight freshly 
boiled, mealy potatoes into. a bow! and pound 
them with a potato masher, adding an ounce 
of butter and mixing in last three raw egg 
yelks. Decorate the border of a baking dish 
with this, set it in the oven until it colors 
slightly, or for about five minutes, and take 
out again, while you fill the center with 
hashed turkey in bechamel sauce, Thetrue 
bechamel sauce, according to Fillippini, re- 
quires two ounces of butter melted; into this 
stir two of flour, stir five minutes and dilute 
with a pint and a half of boiling milk; season 
with salt, nutmeg, a dozen whole*peppers, a 
bouquet (half a dozen sprigs of parsley, one 
of celery, one of thyme, a bay leaf, and two 
cloves, well tied up in the center), and a gill 
of mushroom liquor; cook fifteen minutes 
and pass through a sieve. Other cooks use 
more or less butter and some omit the mush- 
room liquor. 

Summer vegetable soup—This is a good 
Friday soup. Cook a quart of new vegeta- 
bles in any proportion you may prefer, pease 


and beans being shelled and other vegeta-: 


bles minced, in a quart of water; when ten- 
der add a pint of cream and a seasoning of 
butter, pepper, and salt. 

Collops of veal, with rice timbales—Flatten 
and season thin collops of veal and fry alight 
brown on both sides; add.q minced onion 
when turning on the second side; cover with 
half a pint each of brown and tomato sauce 
and a gill of broth; simmer twenty minutes 
and surround with timbales of rice turned 
out borderlike on a dish, the sauce being 
poured over all. '

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| SOUND MONEY DISCUSSION 


Stick to the Gold Standard. 
Chicago, Aug. 15.—{Editor of The Tribune.] 


—Much that is spoken and written on the 


silver question seems but the tares that grow 
up round fruitful controversy. Stripped of 
sophistries and subtleties the overshadow- 
ing question is, can the United States single- 
handed open its mints.to the silver of the 
world at the ratio of 16 to 1 when the com- 
mercial ratio is 31 to 1 and successfully main- 
tain this unlimited coinage at a parity with 
gold? I have never met an enlightened 
husinéss-man who could view the matter 
dispassionately and was familiar with the 
-history of finance who believed it possible. 
The annals of finance fail to furnish us 
_ with a precedent. On the contrary, ull his- 
tory proves the utter inability of any nation 
to do so Nay, more, when France and a 
concert of. other powers attempted to do so 
the effort was abortive, recognized as such, 
and discontinued. 
The question, therefore, naturally comes to 
. be shall we abandon a stable currency where 
every dollar is as good as every other dollar 
and under which the honor of the govern- 
ment ard!the American people has been 
preserved inviolate for a wild experiment 
‘which even Mr. Bryan, its chief apostle, 
only “‘ hopes,” and ‘ thinks,” and “ firmly 
believes” will prove a panacea for all our 
‘{ndustrial and commercial ills? 
~ -Mr. Bryan, who might aptly be described, in 
the words of the late Lord Beaconsfield, as 
‘*a sophistical rhetorician, inebriated with 
the exuberance of his own verbosity,” pulls 
down and tears to pieces, but does not build 
up, but like Col. Ingersoll in his attacks on 
_the Christian religion ignores history, roots 
‘up a’well-tried,and sure foundation and sub- 
stitutes a bed of sand. In following their 
promised bimetallism we are following a 
will-’o-the-wisp, because one proposition 
involves the other, and silver having driven 
out gold we are landed where all sister coun- 
tries are landed, in silver monometallism. 
The decline in grain, cotton, and other 
products has been to a large extent coinci- 
dent with the fall in silver, governed by tne 
same natural laws of supply and demand, 
but it has not followed as a logical sequence 
for labor, the real basis of all purchasing 
powers, has considerably appreciated since 
we have been on a gold basis and since the 
coinage of silver dollars, that wouldn’t cir- 
culate, was stopped in 1893. The silver men, 
all through, have been false prophets, for 
silver steadily declined fn spite of the large 
purchases under the Bland and Sherman 
acts, their predictions to the contrary not- 
withstanding. If the parity between the 
two metals could not be maintained when 
the commercial difference was only three 
cents, how can it possibly be upheld when 
.the difference is 47 cents? No, no, Mr. 
Bryan that cross of gold won’t go. Mr. 
Yerkes spoke a word in season when he 
urged the public prints, who largely mold 
public opinion, to refrain from meeting Mr. 
Bryan and his unsound and monstrous 
propositions with gibes and_jeers, and to 
devote more space to a calm presentation of 
McKinley and the vital issues that are bound 
up with him in this campaign. I am a Dem- 
ocrat from away back, but I will never vote 
for the Chicago Platform—not on your life— 
mot in a hundred years. B..M. 


One of Bryan’s Fallacies. 

Lincoln, Neb., Aug. 14.—[Editor of The 
Tribune.J—Mr. Bryan is apparently very 
fond of a certain quotation from an Euro- 
pean writer. He has used it more than once 
before. It begins with a most absurd figure. 
Certainly no logical mind has need of figures 
in serious and reasonable argument. “A 
river fed from two sources is more uniform 
in volume than a river fed from one source.” 
The Nile is a well known example. At or- 
dinary times it draws its water from the 

great lakes and has no tributaries. The 
volume of water is as great at the source as 
at the mouth. In the rainy season the Blue 
Nile rushes down from the high lands of 
Abyssinia and causes the overflow. At other 
times the latter stream is dry. When the 
great river has one source it is uniform, 
when it_has two it is decidedly otherwise. 
The St. Lawrence has but one source, the 
tributaries are comparatively small.- It is 

‘incomparably more uniform than the Mis- 
sissippi, with its two great sources and one 
minor source, the Ohio. Mr. Bryan’s au- 
thority cannot be very exact. 

In our granddaddies’ time gold and silver 
both enjoyed the privilege of free coinage, 
and there was a large amount of foreign, 
especially Spanish, coin which was made 
legal tender. Here were numerous sources, 
but money was scarce and hard to get.’ In 
the early days in the far West gold was the 
only medium of exchange. It was not hard 

_to get money then, but it was hard to spend 
. it. People were not over pious, but any one 
taking up a collection for religious or char- 
itable purposes was immediately mobbed by 
men and women overburdened with money. 
If not today some years ago there was a 
great variety’of money in circulation in the 
Pacific Islands. You might get paid or pay 
for a cargo in Peruvian silver, Mexi- 
can silver, besides several other kinds, 
' good and bad; with copper, bills of 
exchange on London or San Francisco; 
in anything but gold. The volume of 
money varied with every ship that cameand 
went. Sources were numerous and trade 
was brisk, but you would scarcely have 
found a trader who would not rather have 
received his pay in:one kind of money. But 
little of the silver was worth its face value, 
yet it was hard to get and troublesome «to 
~handle. Perhaps Mr. Bryan never uttered 
a more absurd fallacy than when he spoke 
those words. He says that the demand for 
the cheaper metal will cause it to rise till 
it is worth its face value. Is silver coin 
eaten? Do people build houses or railways 
with it? Is it in any way similar to ordinary 
commodities? An old coin is as good asa 
‘new, a second or twentieth-hand dollar as 
good as one from the mint. Money is not 
wealth, silver for the mint is not a com- 
modity as potatoes and wheat are on the 
market. Skunk skins were once a measure 
of value in parts of America, and bullocks 
and tvory are today in parts of Africa, but 
there is no record that the use of.these 
things as money ever increased their actual] 
market value. W. E. R.

The present silver dollar, worth intrinsical- 
ly only 51 cents, does not exchange for a 
dollars’ worth of goods because the govern- 
ment says it shall, but because the govern- 
ment takes effective measures to keep the 
limited number of silver dollars it has coined 
on its own account on an equality with the 
gold dollar. But if the government allows 
every man who has silver bullion to have it 
coined into dollars for him the government 
may say as often and as loudly as it pleases 
that each of those dollars ‘‘ shall buy one 
dollar’s worth of goods.”” But how is it 
going to make the grocer sell as much for 
the new dollar as he did for the old dollar? 

During the revolutionary war the Congress 
issued vast quantities of paper money. 
Merchants raised their prices. Their con- 
duct was denounced as unpatriotic, but they 
charged more and more. About the only 
exception was one storekeeper, to whose 
place Gen. Putnam sent a squad of soldiers 
and forced him to take some Continental 
shinplasters at par. Does ‘*A Working- 
man’s’ Wife’’ want to have a squad of 
militia accompany her when’ she goes to 
market to force the butcher to give her as 
much meat for 51 cents as he used to for 
100 cents? 

This is a free country. The government 
cannot fix the price of a man’s goods. It 
cannot force him to give for money worth 
less than its face as much as he is willing 
to for money Worth its face. That which 
determines the purchasing power of the 
dollar is not the government stamp or the 
government fiat, but the number of grains 
of gold it contains or which’can be obtained 


for it. 


How He Has Fixed It.

—When considering the question of raising 
a revenue for municipal expenses we should 
investigate the sources from which older 
cities like Paris, London, and Berlin collect 
the necessary funds to meet their annual 
expenses. 

Paris—This beautiful, well lighted, paved, 
and cleaned city collects and disburses 250,- 
000,000 francs annually. 

Profits from various enterprises, such 
as markets, gas, water (which pays 

12,000,000 francs), street railways, 


cabs, and other profitable monopolies, 
paid into the City Treasury annually, 


Francs. 


The corporations manufacturing gas must 
pay the city 200,000 francs a year for the 
privilege of piping streets, .02 franc a year 
each cubic meter supplied, and half the net 
profit after paying 1344 per cent on the capi- 
tal stock of 84,000,000 francs, which stock 
cannot be watered. Two hundred million 
francs, or $40,000 000, was paid into*the 
city treasury from this source alone for ten 
years prior to 1593. It would be interesting 
to know what amount of money in the shape 
of clear profits has been extracted from 
citizens of Chicago ani distributed among 
the manipulators of the gas trust during the 
last ten years. 

London—The Highways committee has re- 
cently added a million sterling to the revenue 
of London through its management of the 
question of tramways. ‘The LocalAjovern- 
ment and Taxation committee is fighting to 
secure a uniform basis of valuation for Lon- 


don. 

The Council reduces expenses by dispens- 
ing with the contractor and by engaging 
workmen underathe supervision of its sala- 
ried officers. Experience in this line shows 
that work done by the contractor for 4s 74.d 
per square yard is accomplished for @s 2d 
per square yard. Work estimated by an 
architect te cost £1,800, for which one bid 
was £2,300, was performed for less than the 
architect’s estimate and for £536 less than 
the lowest bid. The York sewer, which the 
engineer estimated would cost £7,000, for 
which one bid was made at £11,580 and an- 
other at £11,608, was done by the Council at 
a net saving of £4,477. A dollar saved is as 
good for the city as a dollar earned. 

The Town Council of Birmingham, held up 
as a model by Mr. Chamberlain to the citl- 
zens of London, dispenses with a contractor 
whenever it can. 

Great Saving to Taxpayers. 


The London County Council's precept for 
1894-"95 was 14 pence on the pound. This 
precept includes all the charges of the Met- 
ropolitan Board, and also several other 
rates, which used formerly to be levied in 
other ways, such as-the County Justice 
rates, the poor rates, and local vestry rates. 
It is owing to revenue derived from other 
sources in London that this assessment, to 
meet the enormous expenses of London, is 
not much higher. To save taxpayers from 
the expense of repaving streets torn up by 
gas and other companies subways have been 
constructed in London, and the example 
ehould be followed in our city. These large 
subways have been constructed for wires, 
pipes. and various conduits to protect the 
surface of the streets. They are to carry 
weter pipes, Nluminating and fuel gas pipes, 
teicgraph and telephone wires, electric light 
and power wires, and pneurnatic tubes. 

Birmingham—The market rights are con- 
trolled by the city, anda profit of from £8,000 
to £10,000 is realized annually. The city 
builds the street railways and rents them to 
chartered companies at a profit to the city 
of many thousands of dollarsannually. The 
city furnishes gas at 2 shillings 5 pence per 
thousand, and gains an annual profit of 
$150,000. e 

Glaszgow—Albert Shaw states with refer- 
ence to the tram lines: ‘‘ The first lines 
were opened in 1872, and the lease then made 
terminated in 1894. By its terms the com- 
pany was required to pay the corporation 
(1) the annual interest charge on the full 
amount of the city’s investment; (2) a yearly 
sum for a sinking fund large enough to clear 
the entire cost of the lines at the expiration 
of the lease; (3) a renewal fund of 4 per cent 
per annum on the cost of the lines, out of 
which they were to be kept in condition and 
reserved to the city in perfect order and en- 
tirely as good as new in 1894; and (4) a mile- 
age rental of $750 per street mile. 

‘The total capitalinvested by the city in this 
enterprise was about $700,000. The sinking 
fund amounted to a little smore than $1,000,- 
000, which covers cost ofthe original system. 
here remains the cost of newer lines. The 
renewal fund placed the system in perfect 
repair, and the city received in rental money 
a sum amounting to about $225,000. The 
company in the meantime earned good divi- 
dends and paid off its indebtedness. Now 
the tramways of Glasgow yield the municl- 
pal treasury a large income and require no 
public expenditure.”’ 

Chicago Revenue Given Away. 

What a contrast to Chicago! A modern 
city, supposed to be enlightened and up to 
date. She has given away the loop system 
to a syndicate and deprived the taxpayers 
of a vast annual revenue which now goes 
into the pockets of professional bribers. 
The same is true with all the street car 
lines, the gas plants, and other grants made 
to corporations. The burden will fall upon 
the property-owners of maintaining the city 
for the next half century unless these grants 
ean be set aside as fradulent. 

Berlin—Theé profits from such city enter- 
prises as water, gas, markets, and slaughter 
houses are very large. The former, which 
is entirely a system of direct taxation, fur- 
nishes $9,000,000, or less than 50 per cent. 
The latter $3,500,000, or 19 per cent of the 
total income of thecity. Thecity gas works 
pay a surplus of $1,500,000 annually. City 
markets and slaughter-houses a surplus of 
$500,000. The city railway companies pay 
4 per cent when total receipts are less than 
$1,500,000, and 8 per cent when they exceed 
$4,000,000. In 1894 the income from this 
source amounted to $300,000. The franchises 
were granted for forty years, at the end of 
which time the street car lines become the 
property of the city. 

Bologna, Italy—The company controlling 
the concession for the right of occupying 
public streets pays the city in the following 
manner: First, 3 per cent on the first $100,- 
000, or 500,000 lire; 5 per cent on the surplus 
from $100,000 to $150,000, or 750,000 lire; 7 per 
cent on the surplus over $150,000 to $500,000: 
10 per cent on the surplus over $500,000, 

An annual tax is collected from the 
slaughter-houses and the butchers. An oc- 
troi tax is also collected at the gates of the 
city. The City of Bologna has an agreement 
with the government to pay a fixed annual 
amount, amounting to $274,000, in Heu of a 
state or nationaltax. The water of Bologna 
ls furnished by a company that operates the 
old Roman water conduit; this the city re- 
serves the right to purchase after the fif- 
teen years of concession expire, the purchase 
price to be fixed by the capitalization of the 
revenue received at 5 per cent at the time of 
redemption. 

The State Legislature of [llinols should 
step in and dictate to the cities of the State, 
as the English Parliament dictates to the 
cities of Great Britain, and lay down in- 
flexible laws about the management of pub- 
lic streets, which will hold the Council in 
check. . 

, Work of the Legislature. 


The Legislature of the State of Illinois 
should protect property-owners, and place 
them beyond the power of corrupt Councils 
in the future by providing that every charter 
granting the privilege of using the streets 
by gas, electric, or street car companies, 
etc., should pay not less than 10 per cent 
on the gross receipts into the City or Town 
Treasury. This might be graded so as to 
make it 5 per cent until a certain sum ts 
reached, and afterwards increase the per- 
centage to 10 per cent. The streets were all 
originally given by the property-owners, and 
some check should be placed on the Coun- 
cli, always subject to the temptation of un- 
scrupulous bribers, to prevent it from 
giving the streets away without due com- 
pensation to corporations. Is it just to im- 
pose upon real estate and persona! property- 
owners the entire cost of maintaining the 
city, while the streets are given, without 
any adequate compensation, to gas compa- 
nies, cable, electric, and elevated street 
car companies? Why should not these com- 
panies pay the City of Chicago for the priv- 
llege of occupying the streets the same as 
similar companies pay the Cities of Berlin, 
Paris, Glasgow, and Birmingham? This 
revenue would\reduce the tax on real estate, 


and place the burden of taxation where it 


| belongs on the entire population, as the 


citizens maintain and pay the gfoss revenue 
derived from these concessions by these 
corporatioiuis. 


How to Get Rid of Boodlers. 


The Governor of the State of Illinois should 
be empowered by the Legislature, upon the 
application of 5,0U0 citizens of a municipality, 
to close the City Council when it becomes 
notoriously corrupt, and to order a new elec- 
tion. Some extreme measure must be taken 
to protect the people of Chicago from Sy5- 
tematic conspiracies, formed between street 
car promoters, gas companies, etc., and two- 
thirds of the members of the Chicago Coun- 
cil, in order to rob and defraud the city out of 
its just revenue. The property-owners of 
Chicago should have the same rights as the 
property-owners of London, Berlin, and 
Paris. The taxes of Chicago are levied on 
real and personal property almost entirely, 
while the taxes of these last-named cities 
are imposed largely on corporations using 
the streets, as well as on real and personal 
property. 

In framing a reform revenue Dill, which 
will distribute taxation equitably upon prop- 
erty-owners, the elevated road, including the 
loop, street car lines, and gas plants, etc., 
should not be overlooked. A building with 
the lot, paying $10,000 per annum, 8sTOSs, 
is Valued at least at $100,000, in the business 
portion of Chicago, from which valuation, in 
a great measure, the assessed value is reg- 
ulated. The company owning the loop, in 
a certain sense, own a, portion of the real 
estate in the city—namely: the street on 
which their structure is attached. It is, 
therefore, as much the owner of real estate 
as the owner of a building or one holding a 
leasehold, and who is expected to pay the 
taxes on the land, on which the building is 
located. Should the loop pay a gross income 
annually of $500,000, or 10 per cent on $5,000,- 
000, then $5,000,000 would be the proper val- 
uation following the same rule as with 
other real estate, on which to base an as- 
sessment, thus placing the loop on the same 
footing as a building on a leasehold interest. 
The same rule would apply to the street car 
lines on the North, South, and West Sides of 
the city, and to the gas companies, and other 


companies holding city franchises.

MAN’S LAST EXPENSE BILL 


CosT OF FUNERALS AS CONDUCTED 
BY CHICAGO UNDERTAKERS. 


Poor Families Are Often Burdened for 
Months to Make Up: the Cost of 
Burying a Single Person—Prices of 
Caskets and Accessories Are Large- 
ly Controlled by a Trust—Under- 
takers Claim Their Charges Are Not 
Too High Considering the Risk. 


The cost of burying the dead in Chicago | 


has become a matter of serious importance. 
To the family of moderate means a death Is 
a heavy burden, while to the very poor it 
means months of pitiful economy and often 
privation. The slender savings of months 
are taken to defray the expense of a single 
burial. 

A simple funeral! with one or two carriages, 
a modest casket, and no display cannot be 
provided for less than $100, while the cost of 
the average burial is more than double thet 
sum. The long processions that daily go 
trotting out the dusty suburban streets to 
the big cemeteries represent an outlay of 
many thousands of dollars. Time was when 
a funeral could be conducted in good style 
at small cost, but fashion has set the mark 
in the matter of expense and it grows higher 
as civilization advances. 

Funeral expenses are not to be haggled 
over, and pride adds much to the cost. At 
every funeral the eye of the neighborhood Is 
wide open, and social standing is too often 
gauged by the quality of the casket and the 
length of the procession. When a death oc- 
curs the undertaker is called, and he is given 
liberal instructions. It is often the case that 
a week later the figures at the bottom cof his 
bill appear out of all proportion to the fam- 
ily means. 

There once existed the most cruel and 
grasping monopoly among the casket mak- 
ers, and it is still in force to some extent, 
although its terrors have been somewhat 
modified. The existence of such a trust is 
denied, but it is nevertheless true that com- 
petition is so feéble as not to be able to make 


itself much felt. 
A few years ago a caskét that cost $5 was 


sold for $40 and a metallic case that cost $25° 


to $50 brought from $100 to $500. An old 
casket dealer informed THE TRIBUNE that 
ten years ago he sold a certain grade of 
metallic cases to the trade at $80 each and 
the retail furniture dealers gr undertakers 
got from $200 to $400 for them, according 
to the style in which they were trimmed. In 
these hard times a good metallic case is fur- 
nished by the undertaker at $150, and the 
cheapest ‘thing to be had is $50. Common 
wooden caskets that are made by the thou- 
sand at the cost of $5 to $10 figure on the 
undertaker’s bill at $15 to $75. Prices for 
other things in connection with a funeral are 
@n the same scale. 

The cost of a funeral with six carriages, 
when death is from natural causes, is about 
as follows:

If a cheaper funeral is desired the number 
of carriages can be cut down, but the other 
items remain about the same. When the 
services of an undertaker are engaged he 
is supposed to supply everything necessary 
and he will usually object to the family put- 
ting its own bunch of crape on the door or 
hiring a barber or supplying black gloves 
for the friends who are to act as pall-bearers. 
While the existence of a trust or combina- 
tion is denied, the family that insisted on 
doing any part of the work to save expense 
would be obliged to solicit the services of 
another undertaker. Then they would dis- 
cover that every other undertaker in the 
neizhborhood would be too busy to take the 
job, and the family would be compelled fin- 
ally to go back to the first one, beg him to 
take charge of the funeral, and send in his 
bill. The disinclination to give an under- 
taker full charge of the burial, including all 
expenses, quickly becomes known to every- 
body else in the business, and the result is 
always unfavorable to the family. 

The funeral of a rich person or one who 
is widely known in the city, and where the 
undertaker is given carte blanche, costs all 
the way from $500 to $2,000. Foran average 
funeral of a well-known business-man or 
prominent public man the expense will run 
about like this: 
Embalming the body

Most undertakers admit that these charges 
are high, but deny that they are exorbitant 
for the work performed. Undertakers are 
obliged to keep their places of business open 
day and night, and always be ready to an- 
swer calls at a moment’s notice. 

In case of accidents where bodies are 
mangled or where murder has been com- 
mitted the bodies are turned over to the un- 
dertaker and his duties then are not pleasant. 
Experienced men must be kept always ready 
in such emergencies and their services come 
high. They often run the risk of blood poi- 
soning and death from ccntact with diseased 
bodies, and undertakers say their charges 
must be high enough to cover all such acci- 
dents. 

Added to the funeral expense is the cost 
of the burial lot, which runs all the way 
from $60 to $500, according to location and 
size. A lot large enough for four bodies tn 
Graceland, Rosehill, or any other of the 
large cemeteries costs from $80 to $200. 
Larger lots are proportionately higher. The 
cost of digging a grave is $3 and the cost 
must be paid in advance in all cases. 

The cemetery associations are private cor- 
porations, organized under the laws of the 
State, and transact business solely for profit. 
Deeds to burial lots contain many restric- 
tions, which seem harsh to the owners, but 
which are adopted for protection and in 
compliance with the laws of the State. 

Cemeteries are open to visitors every dav 
except on Sundays. when lot owners oniy are 
allowed to enter. The graves are kept up by 
the association. The grass is clipped, the 
flowers are planted and watered by men em- 
ployed for that purpose, and no work of the 
kind is allowed to be done by lot owners. 
a who desire yr ee the restrictions 

a heavy expense of burial in Chicago 
take the bodies of friends to be laid to — 
beside other loved ones in the familv burvy- 
Ing-zround outside the city find themselves 
confronted by many troublesome laws and 
Sanitary regulations. Before a hody can be 
shipped out of the city permission must first 
he obtained from the Health Department 
Then the law requires the body must be em- 
balmed and placed in a metallic case and 
subjected to official inspection. Then rail- 
road and express companies charge high 
rates for transporting bodies. Usually the 
charge is double the .price of a first-class 
ticket, and a body must in all cases be ac- 
companied by at least one person. Gen- 
erally the cost of preparing a body for ship-

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FEDERATION READY FOR MOLLOY CASE. 


Secretary Easley Waiting for the Com- 
plainants to Submit Evidence in 
the Damage Judgment Issue. 


The Molloys cid not call upon the Civic 
Federation yesterday to give evidence in 
running down the transaction by which they 
assert that they were swindied out of the 
bulk of a $2,000 personal injury judgment 
against the city. They did call upon City 
Attorney West, however, and received back 
the legal papers which he borrowed for evi- 
dence in the investigation leading to the dis- 
missal of his assistant, Timothy H. Clifford, 
and these, with affidavits, Mr. Molloy says, 
will be put In the hands of the Civic Federa- 
tion early next week. 

Attorney E. W. Adkinson has been re- 
tained by the Molloys to assist the Civic 
Federation in the prosecution. 

Lawyer E. F. Ryan, who was the first at- 
torney in the damage suit, and who was re- 
placed by Attorney Keenan shortly before 
settlement, called at the office of the federa- 
tion in the afternoon to give the facts in the 
case as he knew them. 

‘‘ As soon as Mr. and Mrs. Molloy call and 
present the facts to us, as we are advised 
they will,’’ said Secretary Easley, “‘ we will 
know what to say about criminal prosecu- 
tions, but up to this time nothing positive 
can be stated. From what we are told, how- 
ever, the case looks as if it would be of par- 
ticular interest to a grand jury.”
